ENORMOUS WASTE IS SHOWN 

Estimated That $150,000,000 Can B« 
Savad Annually in Tire Bill^— 
Could Be Prevented. 

Last year the motorists of the Unit- 
ed States took from their wheels and 
replaced some 9,000.000 tires which 
had apparently run their course, rep- 
resenting an original expenditure of 
about $300,000,000, according to a 
statement Just Issued by the National 
Automobile chamber of commerce. 

The cry of the car owners who dls 
carded this great multitude of tires It 
for better tires, less tire trouble, few- 
er Aire changes, longer tire life, Inwei 
cost per mile. Yet through the appli- 
cation of the simplest methods of tire 
conservation, at the command of every 
motorist. It Is estlmnted that fully | 
one-half of this enormous mortality In 
tires and loss In money might hurt 
been prevented. Thousands of these 
tires were replaced because they had 
passed away before their time. 

If $150,000,000 of the notion’s tire 
bill could he saved annually five mag 
nlflcent highways could be built across 
the continent each year and the na 
lion so honeycombed with motor roads 
ns to put every nook and corner of It 
In direct touch with the big centers of 
population. Another I'anuma canal 
could he built In three years, the na- 
tional deht lifted In seven years, or a 
fleet of 10 first class battleships built 
for our navy each year. 

CARE IN TIGHTENING BOLTS 

In Working on Cylinders It le Best 

to Tighten One Nut at a Time Un- 
til All Are Secure. 

Care should be exercised when 
tightening any part of u car that is 
held In place by two or more bolts, 
sucb as tbe cylinders. It Is well to 
tighten only one nut at a time, giving 
each one a turn or two until they are 
tightened securely. In bolting down 
a flanged cylinder, for Instance, by 
tightening one side all tbe way and 
then tbe other side, tbe strain might 
prove greet enough to break tbe flung.-

Lubrication Troubles. 

One of the most vital requirements 
about an automobile is adequate lub- 
rication, and this includes not only 
tin* engine and transmission, hut nu- 
merous other points where friction ex- 
ists. It has long been appreciated that 
the old splash system was both crude 
and inadequate for the engine, mid 
serious efforts are being made to per- 
fect systems of automatic lubrication ’ 
that will save the engine from the dis- 
asters that result from either the neg- 
lect or the ignorance of ti e non-me- 
chanical user. But there are Innumer- 
able little spots around the controlling 
levers, brake rigging, springs, and 
what not that depend for their lubri- 
cation on a varied assortment of oil 
and grease cups that arc carefully 
tucked uway In unsuspected corners, 
where they escape discovery for 
months, and frequently arc never 
found. Tills feature of automobile d<*- 
sigtiing has been sadly neglected; und 
a simpler arrangement would he a 
strong tulking point for the maker who 
evolves it. — Scientific American.

The armada that carried them across 
the Atlantic and that convoyed them 
took also great quantities of supplies 
for their maintenance. The troops 
now on French soil ure under the im- 
mediate command of Brig. Gen. W. L. 
Slbert. 

Tills snfe und speedy arrival of sea- 
soned fighting men in France is a tri- 
umph of American skill and efficiency. 
Without any publicity, the troops were 
assembled, embarked on many vessels 
and taken through the German subma- 
rine zone without an accident to mar 
the success of the great operation. 
That these troops and the thousands 
that ure to follow them carry all their 
own supplies makes them a net gain 
for the allies. The United States 
feeds, clothes, arms ami equips them 
without making a single demand on 
the French or the British. 

General Pershing has prepared ev- 
erything for the participation of Ids 
army in the actual warfare, and a sec- 
tion of the line near St. Quentin Is to be 
turned over to the Americans. 

It developed on Thursday that 
George Creel, civilian head of the com- 
mittee on public information, author- 
ized the publication of the news of 
the arrival of the troops contrary to 
the wishes of the war department, 
whereupon Secretary linker withdrew 
the dissemination of war department 
news from the jurisdletion of Creel’s 
organization and appointed General 
McIntyre sole censor and disseminator 
of war department news. 

Coal and Wheat Embargo.

to force down present exorbitant ocean 
freight rates. 

Speaking of coal, tlie coal commit- 
tee of the council of national defense 
scored a big victory Tuesday when it 
"persuaded" 4<mi coal baron* to agree 
to sell their product at a reasonable 
price to lie fixed with tile approval of 
tiie committee. The operators, who 
represented both the bituminous and 
the anthracite fields, were told flatly 
that iiii!e»s they behaved themselves 
the government would take over tln-lr 
output.

In IVtrograd, Mos- 
cow ami many other places the Ameri- 
cans have addressed throngs of sol- 
diers, workmen and peasants, and have 
made it plain to them that the United 
States means to help them to retain 
their new-found freedom, but that It 
cannot lie retained unless, with their 
active aid. the despotic autocracy of 
Germany is crushed. Rear Admiral 
Giennon is credited with having quiet- 
ed the mutiny of tlie men of tlie Rus- 
sian Rlack sea fleet.

Norwegian Patience Exhausted. 

in Norway, as lu Spain, hunger,

Both nation* 
may lie forced Into the ranks of the 
allies by shortage of food, for tlie 
countries that arc warring against 
Germany intend to look after their 
own food needs first, regardless of the 
walls of the countries that have pre- 
ferred to remain neutral. Norway 
also Is now exasperated almost to tlie 
point of warfare by the deliberate de- 
struction of her merchant marine by 
tlie Germans. About one-third of her 
tonnage already lias been sunk by sub- [ 
marines, and a few days ago came tlie ' 
exposure of a German plot to destroy i 
Norwegian steamships by explosives in 
tlie form of lumps of coal taken Into j 
the country by a courier of the Ger- j 
man foreign office. Should Norway !

mighty convenient for naval bases for 
the British and American warships. 

Brazil arrived at the definite parting 
of the ways with Germany and for- 
mally revoked its decree of neutrality 
In the war between the entente allies 
and the central powers, ns it had previ- 
ously so far as the United States Is 
concerned. Whether It will enter into 
actual hostilities was not nnnounrod. 
If it does. Its navy will he of consid- 
erable help. 

Europe provided several instances 
to prove that It is well sometimes to 
strain the quality of mercy. In Cork 
and other Irish cities the Sinn Fein 
rebels, who had been unconditionally 
pardonetl and released, again raised 
their flag of rebellion and staged riot- 
ous demonstrations t but were quelled 
with difficulty by the police and mili- 
tary forces. In numerous districts of 
Russia the convicts who were set free 
at the time of the revolution, commit- 
ted murders and other outrages and 
seized property, defying such authori- 
ties as now exist there. Anarchists 
who have returned to Russia from ex- 
ile in other lands are especially • vi- 
cious und lawless. 

British Attack on Lens. 

Despite desperate defensive fighting 
by the Germans, the British last week 
steadily dosed in on the city of Lens, 
the very Important coal-mining center 
north of Arras. Crown Prince Hup- 
recht's men before the end of the week 
laid been driven hack into the suburbs 
where they made fortresses of the 
railway embankment and slag heaps. 
Lens itself already is a mass of ruins, 
hut its possession means much because 
of the coal mines. 

Most of the French fighting of tlie 
week was done In the neighborhood of 
Hurlehise on the Cheniin des Dames. 
Their most brilliant exploit was the 
capture of the Dragon's cave, an enor- 
mous cavern that had been made into 
a formidable fortress by tin* Germans. 
The forward movement of tin* Italians 
was eheeked by the furious gunfire of 
the Austrians on the Asiago plateau. 

Great Red Cross War Fund Raised. 

Tlie great campaign to raise $100,- 
000,000 for the Ainericuu Red Cross in 
one week was eminently successful, 
more than Hint amount being pledged. 
The official announcement that all of 
the Immense sum could easily lie spent 
in six months relieving the needs of 
the allies brings the American people 
to a realizing sense of the money that 
will he needed when our own troops 
are taking an active part lu the war. 
Rut evidently the people Intend to 
give, and give freely, so long as tlie 
demand exists. To contribute from 
surplus wealth is among tlie leust of 
patriotic unions; to contribute when 
one has no surplus, ns hundreds of 
thousands are doing, is among the 
greatest. 

Newspapers mid Individuals with 
the broader vision are striving Just 
now to counteract the effects of tlie 
hysteria of those who, not realizing 
that conditions In America are not 
what they are in France or England, 
are counseling all kinds of unneces- 
sary economies. Their advice. If fol- 
lowed. would lead to the ruination of 
many kinds of business and the wiping 
out of thut proi-perlty upon which 
America atid Its allies count to finance 
the war. Iii belligerent countries of 
Europe, of course, uearly all indus- 
tries und activities are devoted to 
war needs, but we have not yet 
reached that stage, though reasonable 
economy aud frugality must he prac- 
ticed.

ties ns now exist there. Anarchists 
who lmve returned to Russia from ex- 
ile in other lands are especially ■ vi- 
cious ami lawless. 

British Attack on Lens. 

Despite desperate defensive fighting 
| by the Germans, the British Inst week 
I steadily closed in on the city of Lena, 
the very important eiml-mining center 
1 north of Arras. Crown Prince Itup- 
: recht’s men before the end of tin* week 
; bad been driven back into tin* suburbs 
where they made fortresses of tiie 
i railway embankment ami sing heaps. 
Lens Itself already is a mass of ruins, 
but its possession means much bemuse 
of tin* coal mines. 

Most of the French fighting of the 
week wus done in the neighborhood of 
! Ilurteblse on tiie Chemin ties Dames. 
Their most brilliant exploit was tiie 
capture of the Dragon's cave, an enor- 
mous cavern that had been made into 
ti formidable fortress by the Germans. 
The forward movement of the Italians 
was chocked by tin* furious gunfire of 
the Austrians on the Asingo plateau. 

Great Red Cross War Fund Raised. 

The great campaign to raise $100.- 
000,000 for tiie American Red Cross in 
one week was eminently successful, 
more than tliut amount being pledged. 
The official announcement tlmt all of 
tiie immense sum could easily lie spent 
in six months relieving tiie needs of 
the allies brings tin* American people 
to a realizing sense of the money tlmt 
will he needed when our own troops 
are taking an active part in the war. 
But evidently t lit* people intend to 
give, and give freely, so long as tiie 
demand exists. To contribute from 
surplus wealth is among the leust of 
patriotic actions; to contribute when 
one lias no surplus, as hundreds of 
thousands ure doing, is among the 
| greatest. 

Newspapers and individuals with 
1 tiie broader vision are striving Just 
now to counteract tiie effects of tiie 
hysteria of those who, not realizing 
tliut conditions In America are not 
whut they are In France or England, 
are counseling all kinds of unneces- 
sary economies. Their advice, If fol- 
I lowed, would lead to the ruination of 
many kinds of business and tiie wiping 
1 <>ut of tliut prosperity upon which 
America and Its allies count to finance 
the war. In belligerent countries of 
Europe, of course, nearly all indus- 
tries und activities are devoted to 
war needs, hut we have not yet 
reai lied tliut stage, though reusoiiuble 
economy uud frugality must be prac- 
ticed.

if deciding how much lie can afford to 
spend for the beautification of the 
premises. Of course, everyone wants 
ii beautiful home. Those who have 
studied art. and especially architectur- 
al art, insist upon the embodiment of a 
definite artistic scheme, agreeable with 
:heir particular conception of the beau- 
tiful, in the house design and lay- 
nut of the premises. Such a person is 
usually able to convey to the architect 
the ideas which will enable him to 
shape the images In his mind so that 
they will conform with these definite 
Ideas of the home builder. The archi- 
tect then acts in the capacity of on 
adviser, suggesting details which seem, 
in his judgment, to add to the effec- 
tiveness of the scheme, while nt the 
same time he analyses each Idea with 
the object of determining just how it 
may be adopted in the structural sense. 
The average man must trust very 
largely in the architect’s judgment. 
This does not mean that he has no 
ronception of architectural beauty, but 
rather that he has not spent enough 
time in the study of this subject so 
that he is able definitely to transfer 
this conception Into words. The archi- 
tect inav determine the principal fea- 
tures which nre desired by reference 
to n number of photographs of houses 
if many different types, out of which 
the prospective home builder may se- 
lect houses which have the features 
:n which he is interested well worked 
mt. The* study of floor plans is usual- 
ly based upon established ideas of the 


plant to an elaborate garden in which 
( trees, shrubs, flowers and grass all 
j have a place. 

The illustrations will serve to sug- 
! gest a moderate artistic treatment of 
1 the bungalow idea where there is suf- 
; fieient lawn space to form an effective 
| background for the novel building, 
j This bungalow could hardly he beauti- 


ful If built on a small 


closely 


flanked with buildings and erected too 
near the highway or street. Given the 
proper setting, it is decidedly beautiful 
in its outline, color scheme and gen- 
eral appearance. 

The building carries a low gable roof 
with rafter and purlin decorations. 
The sides of the house are made of 
stucco up to the bottoms of the win- 
dows, from which point the remainder 
of the surface Is finished with stained 
shingles. The most attractive fea- 
ture of the exterior Is the large per- 
gola porch. There is a novel, artistic 
and decorative value possessed by a 
pergola, properly designed and placed 
and tastily arranged with flowers and 
vines. For this reason the pergola 
around the front of this home creates 
the Idea of warmth, comfort and cozi- 
ness which is one of the characteris- 
tics of the properly designed bunga- 
low. Some people find objection to the 
pergola because It loses its service- 
ability in rainy weuther. There is no 
reason why the pergola cannot he built 
to overcome this objection. Panels of 
wire glass may be fitted above and 
between the pergola beams In such u 
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dome builder more than the external 
appearance of the house is. Home 
builders, as a rule, have a better idea 
of the room arrangement vfhich they 
desire than they have of the desired 
appearance of the exterior. 

The value of beauty in the home is 
evidenced in many ways. Funda- 
mentally, It affects the sale value of 
the property, und money spent In the 
beautification of the premises, within 
certain limits, is. therefore, a good in- 
vestment. Beauty affects the flimos- 
(iliere of the home, making it especial- 
ly wholesome us the surroundings of 
the growing children whose early im- 
pressions are so important in the de- 
velopment of their dispositions and 
habits. A home which the owner cau- 
oot be proud of is hardly the kind of 
dome for the average man. 

Beauty in architecture is probably 
as widely defined as beauty in music 
or In painting. It can be defined only 
in the broadest terms, allowing each 
individual to add the personal elements 
which will complete the meaning for 


manner that the pergola roof will be

sheltering the porch from rain, yet tin* 
appearance is not noticeably changed. 

The pergola porch is connected to 
both the living room and the dining 
room by French doors.

The bedroom arrangement is very con- 
venient, and the kitchen has been de- 
signed to reduce tbe labor of bouso 
keeping to a minimum.

PERFECT LAWN NEEDS WORK 

One Who Expects to Get the Best Re- 

suits Must Expect to Expend Much 

but Not Difficult Labor, 

To have n perfect lawn requires 
much but not difficult labor. As a rule 
the land conditions to be met may he j 
divided into two classes: First, where ' 
there is a sufficient depth of good 
loam, but where the grass has gradual- 
ly been allowed to die out. and, second 
where the lawninaker has a poor grav- 
elly soil, seemingly without greensward 
possibilities of any kind quite regard- 
less of what may be done to it. 

The treatment in the first case cited 
Is sufficiently simple. It will not even 
be necessnry to spade up the ground 
and re-seed, for just as good result! 
nre produced by a simpler method and 
In much shorter time. Take a sharp 
iron rake with good sharp teeth, and 
after digging out the weeds, scratct 
deep Into the soil, breaking it up as 
finely ns possible. After doing this 
sow the best grass seed obtainable 
using a grass seeder, of which then 
nre several kinds on the market. Tht 
wheelbarrow seeder where the spact 
In he seeded is a new lawn, for exam- 
ple, will prove a labor-saver. When 
the space to he re-seeded is small, e 
broadcast seed sower w ill do excellent 
work; it Is carried by a strati about 
the shoulder, and will sow not onlj 
grass, but all kinds of grain. 

Bringing Country to City. 

Denmark hns solved the problem ol 
j gardens for city dwellers In a pnrtlcu 
j lnrly efficient manner, according to tilt 
Amerienn-Scandlnavlnn Review. Ad 
urtlcle entitled “Bringing the Country 
to ttfe City" tells how 4U.000 garden 
plots have been added 1o the produc- 
tive area of Denmark through the uti- 
lization of vneunt lots and waste land! 
In or near cities. The laud is bought 
or leased by a company, which does ull 
the preliminary work of building roads 
nnd fences, laying water pipes, install- 
ing u sewerage system, und preparing 
the soil for cultivation. It is divided 
up into small gardens, which are rent- 
ed ut a price of $2 to Si for the sum- 
mer. Muny families raise enough veg- 
etables for their own use and sell a 
considerable amount besides. Other* 

, prefer to build a little arbor and plant 
a flower garden, which becomes theli 
refuge from the grime of the city.

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THE BAIT-CASTING REEL. 

My Dear Buck; 

There Is one part of your bnlt-cnst- 
Ing outfit that sure must he right In 
material nnd workmanship, old scout, 
or you might ns well make up your 
mind that your halt-casting days will 
he n grand old series of backlnsheB 
and cuss words and that little old im- 
portant feature is your reel. You can 
slip a set of guides on n cane or any 
old stick nnd with a good free-running 
rod muke u cast, hut without n reel 
that runs smooth and even, your bait 
casting will be one darned bit of trou- 
ble after another, nnd to save your 
standing In the home burg you'll go 
hack to still fishing and lend a peace- 
ful, quiet life. 

The quadruple multiplying reel nnd 
the short rod have put halt casting in 
the past few years In first place as 
the most popular method of fishing, be- 
cause it is easy to learn and gen- 1 
orally gets the fish. There is nothing | 
mysterious about the q-m, It simply 
means Mint the gears are toothed to 
make four revolutions of the spool of 
the reel to one revolution of the han- 
dle, this increases the speed of recov- 
ering the line with the least amount of 
hand work. In shape the reel should 
he of the long, low spool design. The 
ordinary 60-yard reel having end 
plates of 2 Inches In diameter and the 
80-yard reel 2 Vi inches. A reel of 
this size Is plenty large enough for any 
bait casting and the long, low spool 
design aids iu the thumbing of the 
line. 

In the selection of a reel you will 
make no mlstuke in making It a point 
to choose one made of German silver, 
which by all odds is the best mttterinl 
used in the construction of bait-casting 
reels. 

Jeweled Bearings Are Fine. 

Without a doubt jeweled benrings 
on the reel make it run more smoofh- 
ly and udd to its life. The lengthened 
life of a reel due to tlie fact thut It 
Is Jeweled more than overbalances the 
added cost over the ordinnry kind. 
As a general thing the jewels are set 
In removable caps ut the end qjfr the 
bearings which makes It easy to keep 
them cleiln and oiled. Of course Mie 
jeweled reel nicks you deeper In the 
bunk roll, but ufter a fellow hns put 
in practice work on the lower-priced 
reels and feels like Investing In one 
that will Inst forever, If handled right, 
then the jeweled reel is the only one 
to buy. 

Care of the Reel. 

The life of any reel will be mighty 
short if it Is not given care and at- 
tention. The finest machine In the 

« • 

world will not run without oil, yet 
many fellows will use a reel week aft- 
er week, nnd not think of feeding it 
n little soothing sirup until It begins 
to scrape and rattle like the 5:15. 
When this stuge Is reached they will 
drop a little oil in the cups, hut the 
damage Is done through overheated 
bearings and pinions, and the reel will 
never ugain run with freedom of fric- 
tion and as smoothly as before the 
rough grind handed it. 

The reel should be cleaned and oiled 
after each day’s fishing, The ordinnry 
thin oil is not sufficient, as no thin oil 
will last through the different tempera- 
tures to which a reel is subjected 
during a day’s casting. Heated by Uic 
hot sun or chilled by the night air, 
as well us drenched with wuter dur- 
ing the duy makes a combination that 
would eliminate uny thin oil. While 
the thick oils soon churn into a creamy 
puste and bumper and clog the reel 
so thut you think you are losing your 
speed ut the game when your casts slow 
! up. You muke no mistake when you 
Invest In a bottle of "real” reel oil 
nnd the best comes from the Jawbones 
und lubber of the porpoise.

oiling tbe reel is not all that Is 
necessary to keep the little old pleas- 
ure producer iu good shape. Like 
the line, the reel should be entirely 
dried after each duy's fishing. Al- 
though Gcrmun silver does not rust, 
It will corrode and the muiu cause for 
corroding is dumpucss. Be fair to 
the reel und dry it thoroughly iu the 
open air or sunlight, drop u little oil 
In each oil cup before you tuck it 
away for the night. 

As a final tip ou the reel, old man, 
here's hopin' you don't tuke it apart 
every once in a while to see what makes 
It go. The smooth-running qualities 
id many a fine reel have been ruined 
by the inquisitive cuss with the itch- 
ing palm and a screw driver. Of course 
you would never think of taking your 
watch apart and assembling It again, 
and a finely adjusted reel Is juat as 
accurately set as a fine watch. If 
! anything goes bad with the reel, take 
it down to a reel doctor and let him

BREAD AS ECONOMICAL FOOD 

Would Be Used More Extensively If 
Home-Baked Variety Was Always 
Good, Say Government Experts. 

If homo-baked bread were uniformly 
well made. It would he used more ex- 
tensively than at present In place of 
more expensive foods, say specialists 
In the United Slates department of 
agriculture, nnd this would be n dis- 
tinct economy. From the standpoint 
of nutrition It makes very little differ- 
ence whether breadstuff's are served In 
the form of bread or In the form of 
breukfnst cereals, side dishes with 
meat, or desserts. 

A mun engaged In moderate muscu- 
lar work can profitably consume nhout 
three-fourths of ti pound it day of 
hrenstuffs In any one of these forms. 
This quantity Is the equivalent of one 
pound of baked bread. As n matter 
of fact, however, It Is not probable 
that In the average* faintly this quan- 
tity Is consumed and the deficiency Is 
made up by the use of more expensive 
substances. Of course bread alone Is 
not sufficient for the malntenunee of 
hculth, hut from both an economical 
und a hygienic point of view should ha 
used more extensively than It usually 
Is, declare the experts.

Co. has notified customers of an in- 
crease in rates during the war. Supfc 
Appleton says: 

"Owing to the extraordinary in- 
crease in our manufacturing costs, 
due chiefiy to the advances in price 
of bituminous coal, our directors have 
found it necessary to increase our 
present rates for electric power as of 
July 1. .

FOR THE HOME GARDENER. 

By a Local Expert. 

Train the tomato plants to one stalk, 
which may be trained up and tied to a 
stake four or five feet tall stuck In the 
ground close to the plant. 

In order to train the plant to one 
main stalk the lateral branches should 
be pinched out ns soon ns they are 
large enough to get hold of. These 
start out from the main stalk at the 
junction of the stalk and leaf. 

The fruit spines, which of course 
are preceded by the flower, come out 
from the stalk about midway between 
two leaves. Don’t make the mistake 
of pinching off the fruit spurs. 

The advantages of training tomatoes 
this way are: that the fruit is kept 
off the ground and Is cleaner; it does 
not rot as quickly; the light gets in 
and colors the fruit better; the plants 
do not occupy so much room; and 
they will set more fruit when trained 
this way. 

Spray the potato, tomato, cucumber 
and squash plants at least every ten 
days. Arsenate of lead and Bordeaux 
mixture should be used, or “pyrax” Is 
good. 

Use one tablespoonful of arsenate of 
lead (paste) to one gallon of water. If 
using powdered arsenate of lead, use 
about half as much. The directions 
for using Pyrax are on the jar It comes 
in. 

Arsenate of lead and bordeaux may 
be obtained from C. L. Merritt of 
South Weymouth, (Tree Warden). 
This material is put up at cost for resi- 
dents of the town. 

It is a good plan to dust the small 
cucumber and squash plants with 
wood ashes and slaked lime or sifted

USE MORE NUTS. 


We hnve onr nuts freshest and 
cheapest In the fnll, but the ponnut Is 
like the poor "al- 
ways with us," nnd 
we may fall hack on 
the plebeian ground 
nut for ninny good 
dishes. Any nuts 
that are purchased 
shelled should he 
carefully washed 
and tlried before 
using, eyen when they hnve been bun- 
dled under sanitary conditions as far 
as known; this Is essential. 

Those who nre fortunate enough to 
hnve a hickory grove or even one or 
two trees to supply them with this d<‘- 
liclous nut, no other need be desired. 
The black walnut too Is another good- 
flavored nut and grows In various 
parts of the country. 

Where one lives near a brook where 
watercress grows, a most refreshing 
nnd satisfying salad may be made, us- 
ing watercress sprinkled with nuts of 
any kind, a little shredded onion and 
a French dressing. 

Any plain Ice creutn is made more 
appetizing by a spoonful of fresh 
chopped nuts; a few nuts added to 
almost any cake lining Improve It. 
They may be made Into a loaf, being 
a good substitute for meat or served 
with fruit and gelatin, make a very 
pretty dessert. 

Pecan Breakfast Muffins. — Take a 
cupful ami a half of flour sifted with 
a teaspoonful of linking powder, add 
an egg, a half teaspoonful of salt, and 
a cupful of milk. Heat well for live 
minutes; add two cupfuls of rolled pe- 
can meats and bake in a hot oven in 
gem pans. Other nuts may be substi- 
tuted, but these are especially good. 

Gingerbread Is made quite elegant 
by sprinkling a half-cupful of chopped 
nuts over the top Just as It goes into 
the oven. 

Nuts and Cottage Cheese Salad. — I 

Mix n half-cupful of chopped nuts of 
any kind, peanuts are good; add a lit- 
tle onion juice nnd cream to unsea- 
soned Dutch cheese; season well with 
salt and paprika and mold In halls. 
Serve three rolled In chopped nuts In 
a nest of lettuce, pussing a boiled 
dressing to serve with it. 

Nut Wafers. — Bent two eggs and add 
a cupful of brown suger and n half 
cupful of nutmeats chopped fine and 
two tablespoonfuls of flour. Drop by 
teuspoonfulH on buttered tins uud bake 
In u slow oven until brown. 

Nuts browned in a little butter nnd 
seasoned with a dash of cayenne and 
paprika with some salt, are a most 
dainty relish to serve at any meal. 

Tomato and Nut Salad. — Scoop out 
the centers of as many tomatoes as 
needed, All with nuts and cherries, aud 
cover with a mayonnaise dressing. 
1’lnce a ball of cheese on each uud 

serve on crisp lettuce leaves.

— Hut six table- 
spoonfuls of sugar into a saucepan 
and stir over the lire until it melts and 
becomes a rich brown, remove from 
the lire, add a few tablespoonfuls, of 
milk and let stand until dissolved. To 
a quart of lukewarm milk add this 
caramel mixture and a Junket tablet 
dissolved in a tablespoonful of wuter.

! SELF HELPS for the 
NEW SOLDIER

HOW TO START AND STOP. 


There Is smnll use In being taught 
tow to march If the soldier does not 
tnow how to start. Knowing how to 
Hurt Is not only Important — It Is 
fundamental. The whole unity nnd 
tmootltness of n group movement de- 
fends upon whether It has had a pro- 
Mso beginning. Otherwise, It Is ragged. 
Otherwise, It may he completely 
(polled while Individuals are bobbing 
ilong, trying to pick up the stride. 
Otherwise, also, fond mothers (as In 
:he ancient story which 1ms been hand- 
l'd down, perhaps, from the Mace- 
lonlnn Phalanx) may exclaim. "Look 
—look — everybody’s out of step with 
Johnnie I" 

Knowing how to stop — to halt — Is 
fully as Important, If a movement Is 
!o hnve a trim nnd military finish. In 
tome respects, it Is even more so. since 
» loose, slack movement with a snappy 
inclusion may leave a better Impren- 
tlon than a well-conducted effort which 
dumps down nt the end nnd expires, 
lust as nil individual movements must 
iq exact In order to form the essential 
linblt of military precision, so all 
;roup movements must depend upon 
the degree of exactness In the Individ- 
ual. 

Whether n movement, well started, 
may he carried to n successful and 
jreclse termination rests upon cadence. 
The extent to which the new soldier 
nuy be assimilated into n military unit 
is governed by the measure In which 
he Is able to fit his steps nnd move- 
ments to the accepted cadence. This, 
for marching ut quick time, parades 
and the mununl of arms. Is at the rate 
r»f 120 steps — or beuts — a minute. 
Learn then to perform all movements 
uot otherwise specified nt the rate of 
two counts n second. After this, the 
new soldier will find that he can he 
shifted from one unit to unother with- 
out a hitch. 

Marches start from the position of 
attention. At the command “forward." 
the weight of the body is shifted to tin* 
right leg, hut the left knee must lie 
kept straight, and there must be no 
visible evidence of the transfer. "For- 
ward" is a preparatory command, and 
Its difference from "march," lit** com- 
mand of execution, will be explained 
In a later article. At "march," the left 
foot — always the left foot — is moved 
smartly forward for the regulation 
step of 30 inches. The sole remains 
nenr the ground nnd it is planted 
without a shock. There ,1s no such 
contortion as the goose step in the 
United States army. 

The command "company (squad) 
halt" Is given ns either foot strikes 
the ground — which foot Is governed 
by the line on which the halt Is to be 
made. If It is the left foot which 
strikes the ground when the command 
"halt" Is given, the right foot will 
still be planted 30 Inches abend in 
mnrehing. The left foot will then be 
raised and placed beside the right 
foot. Tills completes the halt. 

To "mark time," the feet are raised 
alternately, and in cadence, about two 
inches from the floor and replaced in 
the same spot. Tills is continued un- 
til a further command — either “For- 
ward march," or “halt," is given. The 
former Is given as the right foot strikes 
the ground, so that the soldier starts 
off again with the left foot. "Mark 
time" Is a command that holds a 
inarching soldier In his tracks, so to 
speuk, in marching cadence. 


degrees to the right or left of Ms orig- 
inal front. While he preserves this po- 
sition. he keeps his shoulders to the 
guide (the mnn on the right front of 
the line or column), nnd nlso he so 
regulates Ills steps thnt the rank re- 
mains parallel to Its original front. 

“Incline to the right (left)" Is not 
a rigid movement, hut the ox, -rot Ion of 
the command Is left to the discretion 
of the company guide. It Is usually 
given to avoid an obstacle which pro- 
trudes Into the line of march. 

“To the rear .... MA Hril" com- 
pletely reverses the direction of a col- 
umn without bringing It to n pause or 
a halt. At the command, "march," 
which is given as the rigid foot strikes 
the ground, the soldier advances and 
plants the left foot; then In* turns to 
tin* right hbout on the halls of both 
f*s*t and Immediately steps off with 
th© left foot. 

These are the basic commands of a 
soldier's flexibility of movement, and 
tin* recruit who learns to execute them 
In unison with his fellows has taken a 
decided step <m lit** road thnt lends to 
the accomplished soldier. 

COMMANDS AND HOW AND WHY 
GIVEN. 


The execution of n commnnd de- 
pends a great deal upon lit** way in 
which it is given. While it Is true 
that green soldiers may not In* able to 
execute in a /clean-cut way a command 
which has been properly given, even 
veteran troops will become slipshod If 
a command Is mumbled or drawled In 
a spiritless fashion by their command- 
er. Tills would bo the fault of the olll- 
cer, for the work of a soldier is a 
credit to, or reflection upon, the abil- 
ity of Ills olficer. Nevertheless, If a sol- 
dier will not apply Ills Intelligence und 
responsiveness to the words he hears 
— in short, if It** goes to sleep on Ills 
feet — then the best olficer in the world 
cannot make a real soldier of him. 

Every command Is divided into two 
parts, or. Into two separate commands. 
Tlte first Is called the preparatory 
command — the second lb*? command of 
execution. 

The preparatory command Is Intend- 
ed to Inform the soldier of tlu* move- 
ment which is to be executed. It should 
be given with a rising inflection, for it 
j not only should inform t lit* soldier, but 
I it should bring Ills faculties to u poise 
I ready for instant responsb to the sec- 
ond half of tin* command, or t bo com- 
mand of execution. 

The rising reflection lias tin* effect 
of balancing tin* soldier — psychologic- 
ally — on the edge of the movement. 

I Yet he must not twitch a muscle, on 
| receiving it. The whole movement is 
damaged if one soldier anticipates the 
command of execution or even exhibits 
nervous shiftings of the bauds and 
feet. 

The commnnd of execution is given 
at the precise instunt the movement Is 
to continence. 

While' the tone of the preparatory 
command must he “animated," the 
command of execution Is required by 
the Infantry drill regulations to he 
"more energetic" — “firm in tone nnd 
brief." In other words and In plain, 

! unmilitnry English, the command of 
execution must sound like a pistol shot 
und authoritative in the extreme, 
bringing iustuut obedience from the 
soldier. 

A short interval should always 
elapse between the preparatory com- 
mand and tiie command of execution. 
In the drill regulations, the former is 
! printed in black italics nnd the hitter 
in black capitals. 

A commnnd is given as follows: 

"FORWARD . . MARCH!" "ABOUT 
. . FACE!" “COLUMN RIGHT . 
. MARCH!” “LEFT OBLIQUE . . 
MARCH!" “RIGHT SHOULDER . . 
ARMS!" “Company (squad) 


WHY SOLDIERS MUST BE FLEX- 
IBLE IN MOVEMENT. 


Any hotly of troops must be flexible 
In movement, since It may be neces- 
sary nt any Instant to change Its pur- 
pose or direction. While such a body, 
without well-defined rules, would be 
most cumbersome and unwieldy — If 
not Impossible— to handle, It must, In 
fact, respond to commands more quick- 
ly and precisely than a boat to Its 
rudder, or un automobile to Its wheel. 
A column of troops must not only 
l.-arn to turn at au exact right angle, 
but, with equal celerity, It must he 
able to shift its movement lit any spe- 
cified direction, even to the exact re- 
verse, without losing us much us a 
step. 

By the commands, “column right" or 
"left,” “right (left) turn," “by tlu* 
rigiit (left) flunk,” "right (left) 
oblique,” “Incline to the right (left), 
und “to the rear," u unit tnuy ut once 
be ultle to switch direction toward 
any desired objective. 

When a company Is in column of 
squads, thut is, four men uhreust, to 
change direction the command “col- 
umn right (left) march” Is given, and 
ut the word “march,” the head of the 
column turns sharply, ut a right ungle 
in the specified direction. Tills Is done 
on what is called u moving pivot, 
which will luter be explained in the 
school of the squud. “Right (left) 
turn" Is executed when a company Is 
In line, thut is. fifty-six men ubreast. 
end the line also turns on u moving 
pivot to right or left, as the cuse tuuy 
be. “Right turn" Is executed by u 
•quad us well us u compuuy. 

“By the right (left) flunk" Is exe- 
cuted, us with ull movements, ut the 
Coinmuud “inurch." This connnuud Is 
given us the right foot strikes the 
ground. The soldier promptly turns 
to the right on the hulls of both feet 
und Immediately steps off In thut di- 
rection with the left foot. 

In the “right (left) oblique" each 
tsuu performs hulf of “by the flunk” — 
U-at la, he steps off In a direction 4o 


HALT!” 

When, as is the case in a few In- 
stances, tin* command Is u single word, 
it is divided by syllables into it prepa- 
ratory command nnd a command of ex- 
ecution. Titus, "attention" Is pro- 
nounced : 

“Ateu .... TION !’’ 

Commands, signuls or orders art* 
tiie three clusses of directions given to 
troops — many commands being by sig- 
nals. These signals may lx* conveyed 
either by a whistle, the bugle, pre- 
scribed motions of the commanding of- 
ficer's arms, or by flags. An order is 
employed only when the commands pre- 
scribed do not sufficiently Indicate the 
will of tin* commander. In other 
words, commands are of a limited and 
more or less rigid nature, while spe- 
cial Instructions to out* or more men 
constitute un order. Tills tnuy bo coin- 
munlcuted either by word of mouth, in 
writing, by telephone, telegraph, or by 
flug signals.

Boston Smelt Seiners Caught in Raid in Weymouth 

Back River 


Officers of the Fish and Game Com- 
mission, with the assistance of Wey- 
mouth and Hingham officers and the 
co-operation of automobilists, made 
a very successful raid on Boston fish- 
ermen who have long defied the law 
relating to the seining of fish on the 
shores of Weymouth and Hingham. 
In all 22 men were arrested, and in 
the Quincy court last Friday each 
was fined 8100. 

The raid was very carefully and 
systematically planned. .Under the di- 
rection of Officer Steele the party left 
Quincy Thursday evening, July 5, in 
a large motor boat. Going to Hing- 
ham they were joined by members of 
the United States Secret Service. A 
detail of men from the Hingham Ar- 
senal was expected, but at the last 
moment it was found that they could 
not be spared. 

With two motor boats and an auto- 


mobile, the chase began. By means 
of prearranged signalling the parties 
on the water kept in touch with those 
on land and a fine net was woven 
about the black almost indiscernible 
fishing boats as they lay to under the 
shadow of the land or the hulk of a 
vessel. 

At 1.30 A. M., when sentries had 
been posted along the Weymouth and 
Hingham shore for several miles, the 
motor boats swept into the cove near 
the Weymouth Back river and started 
to place the men under arrest. 

Those who tried to escape were 
warned by shots from the shore that 
it was useless. Nevertheless some 
of the fishermen were sufficiently 
brave to attempt to run the apparent 
gauntlet of the officers guns. The 
majority of the guns were fired into 
the air, however, wdth the intention 
of frightening them into halting.

One boat in particular, which was 
taken while placing a seine on shore, 
gave a certain officer a merry chase. 
The boat contained four men, three 
of whom dove overboard as soon us 
the officers stepped from behind the 
bushes and ordered them to come 
ashore. The fourth was unable to 
swim, remaining in the boat. 

The three men soon stopped swim- 
ming, realizing the futile chance they 
had of escape hearing the demands 
of officers to “ jump aboard ” all 
through the cove. They swam ashore 
and one broke away from the party 
and disappeared into the bushes. 
The officers, two in number, were 
sufficiently busy with the remaining 
three to be forced to allow him to 
escape. It is believed that he will be 
arrested at a later date, however, his 
name having been ascertained by the 
authorities. The remaining man in 
the boat was ordered to come ashore, 
and as the water was but up to his 
neck lie waded in. 

About this time a second boat was 
sighted in close proximity to the one 
already held under arrest. One of 
the officers demanded that the man 
halt, but he apparently entertained 
ideas of escape, for he only quick- 
ened his speed. Swimming out to 
where the first boat lay, the officer 
jumped on board and starting the 
motor gave pursuit. The operator of 
the first boat coming up among his' 
companions started to yell in his- 
native tongue. The officer himself 
picked up the cry and the man be- 
lieving him to be an Italian slowed 
down. Coming suddenly up from 
behind the officer told the man to 
throw up his hands, which he refused 
to do. He gave as his reasons the 
very weak basis that he did not know 
the man was an officer. The badge 
worn by the officer and a glance at 
the healthy business-like automatic 


held in his hand Boon served to con- 
vince the offender that lie was being 
taken into custody by a legitimate 
representative of the law. 

Placing his prisoner in the cabin, 
the officer locked it on the outside 
and set out for new worlds to con- 
quer. Meanwhile his three prisoners 
were back on the beach under guard. 
Officers on the opposite shore heat ing 
the shots when the three were taken 
into custody ran around the road and 
arrived just as the officer drew out in 
pursuit of the second boat. Hand- 
cuffing the men they searched them 
for weapons and afterwards allowed 
them to remove their water-filled 
boots. The men, all of whom had 
been in the water, complained of 
being cold and asked for extra 
clothing. 

The officer referred to above re- 
turned with his prisoner in the official 
motor launch and the three men on 
the beach were conveyed in this to 
the wharf, where they were met by 
Patrolman George W. Nash of Wey- 
mouth, the remaining officers and the 
prisoners, 15) in all, and who had pre- 
pared for their arrival wtyli several 
automobiles. 

It is very commendable on the part 
of the young men of Weymouth that 
these cars were loaned absolutely free 
for the use of the State. Such acts 
as this serve to convince the authori- 
ties of the co-operation of the people 
it^ their endeavor to clean up these 
wholesale violations ' of protective 
laws. 

The men were loaded into the aftto-, 
mobiles in groups of four or five, each 
boat retaining its own crew. Ten of 
these were taken to the North Wey- 
mouth jail, where they were placed in 
cells by Officer Nash at 4 A. M. The 
remaining 11 were taken to the jail 
at East Weymouth, pending their ar- 
raignment in the Norfolk District 
Court at Quincy.

Conservation Day in Weymouth 


Selectman B. Herbert Woodsum of 
Braintree was instantly killed and 
two women were injured at 6 o’clock 
Wednesday evening when the auto- 
mobile in which they were tiding skid- 
ded and turned turtle on Bay Farm 
hill, on the Newburyport turnpike at 
Topsfield. 

All the injured were in the car 
operated by the victim, and were 
pinned underneath when it over- 
turned. 

F. W. Hall of Framingham, owner 
and operator of the second car, es- 
caped injury by jumping when he saw 
that a crash was inevitable. Both 
machines were wrecked, the larger of 
the two catching fire. 

According to Hall, he was pro- 
ceeding in the direction of Newbury- 
port, and bad just started to climb 
the hill when he saw the other car 
come over the brow and start skid- 
ding from one side of the road to the 
other on the wet and oily surface. 

Assuming that the car was not 
under control, he drew over as near 
[to the edge of the road as possible, 
stopping his car that the other might 
have room to pass by in safety. In 
an instant, however, the two cars 
had come together, the larger being 
thrown high in the air and coming 
down with the occupants beneath it. 

B. Herbert Woodsum, who was 
driving, was killed instantly. His 
skull was fractured at the base, one 
of his arms was broken and several 
of his ribs crushed. His wife, who 
was riding on the front scat with him, 
was pinned down by one of the seat 
backs ami showered with blazing 
gasoline when the tank exploded. 

A second woman, Mrs. Ralph L. 
Wiggiu, wife of Superintendent of 
Schools Ralph L. Wiggiu of Brain- 
tree, was also covered with the burn- 
ing lluid when caught under the car. 
Both were pulled out by Hall, as- 
sisted by Mr. and Mrs. Clayton 
Richards, also of Braintree, other 
occupants of the car who had man- 
aged to free themselves. .Miss Bar- 
bara Wiggiu was caught in such a 


position that she escaped with a 
few minor bruises and scratches, 
but was taken in a passing machine, 
with her mother and Mrs. Woodsum, 
to the Thomas Hospital in Peabody. 

Medical Examiner R. I). Root, who 
arrived a few minutes after the acci- 
dent, said that. Woodsum had died 
instantly. Mr. and Mrs. Richards, 
who remained at the scene until his* 
arrival, went later to the office of Dr. 
George Sanborn, where their own 
hurts were treated. They later left 
for Braintree by train. 

According to their story, the party 
left Braintree Inst Saturday on a trip 
to Camden, Me. They were accom- 
panied by Mr. Wiggin as far as Bos- 
ton, where he left them for the West 
to attend a convention. The trip to 
Camden was without incident, and 
the party was on its way baek when 
the accident happened. 

There were no chnins on the car, 
and when the start down the steep 
incline was made it was feared -that 
the machine would upset if the brakes 
were applied too quickly. When Mr. 
Woodsum finally uid try to stop, the 
car swung from side to side until he 
lost control of it, and the collision 
followed. 

Mr. Woodsum, who was well known 
along the South shore and in Boston, 
was a native of Randolph, where he 
was born October 4, 1857. 

For 10 years he was chairman of 
the Republican town committee, and 
served as representative from Brain- 
tree in 1891 and 1892. He also 
served as senator from the Fitst Nor- 
folk District iu 1899 and 1900, and 
for 14 years had been a member of 
the Board of Selectmen, assessors 
and overseers of the poor, serving as 
chairman <>f the former board for 
seven years. For the past six years 
lie bad also served as town auditor.

HOW T 0 HCH T FIRE 

First Step Is to Turn Off Gaso- 
line Supply at Tank. 

SELF-CONTROL IS ESSENTIAL 


While Novice Stands Aghaat Experi- 
enced Man Jumps for Neareat Pre- 
ventive — Small Extinguisher 
Is Favored. 

(By WILLIAM II STEWART, JTV) 
When gasoline takes fire 11 Is a seri- 
ous matter, hut the most dangerous ac- 
cessory to a fire Is the one you least 
expect, namely, panic. 

The average person has such an un- 
reasoning fear of gasoline Unit he 
loses his head completely. The first 
few fires will leave one completely un- 
nerved for a time, hut after a little ex- 
perience In fighting them panic disap- 
pears and self-control Is gained. This 
does not mean Hint one should delay or 
move any more slowly, but should 
know what to do and do It quickly. 

Novice Stands Aghast. 

The novice stands aghast as the first 
burst of tlnme comes from the carbure- 
tor. The experienced man jumps for 
the nearest preventive. At least one 
small fire extinguisher should he on 
every ear. The largo chemical devices 
are too bulky and cannot be laid In 
any position, whereas the ordinary in- 
strument may he stowed away In a 
small sjmee. The best place Is beneath 
the hood on the carburetor side. This 
Is where the tire starts and tuny he 
reached hy raising the hood. Some 
carry them on the running board, but 
this is objectionable on account of 
theft liability. If placed under the 
seat or secured hy a lock they are not 
readily placed tu service,' and the tnu- 


rhlne may he badly damaged Mean- 
while. 

Always turn off the gnsnllne nt the 
tank to stop feeding the flames. Ordi- 
narily there Is not more than two 
ounces In any float chamber and this 
will not Inst long. All the parts about 
the carburetor are metal and not eas- 
ily harmed. It Is well also to use the 
self-starter to turn the engine. This 
will draw flames Into the mnnlfold. 
quite often the whole fire may be ex- 
tinguished If this is done In time. 

A grenter danger arises from permit- 
ting an accumulation of Inflammable 
material In the drip pan. Once this 
becomes fully Ignited, the situation re- 
quires prompt and efficient action. The 
work of extinguishing should begin 
right here, leaving the carburetor till 
the last. Otherwise the Imrulng gnso- 
llne at the bottom will continue to ig- 
nite that nt the carburetor. 

Start at Bottom. 

So, remember, always start at the 
bottom and work upward. If there is 
n flame on the ground beneath the 
car, use the self-starter with gears In 
mesh to move to another position. 
Sand Is good If available, hut never 
throw sand on the carburetor or any 
other parts of the machine. It falls 
away, lonvlng gasoline free to burn and 
also gets Into the mechanism, doing 
Incalculable harm. On a flat surface 
sand Is excellent, or any other dry 
powder. Even flour has saved many 
a home where gasoline has been used 
carelessly. The old method of cover- 
ing the fire with a rug or carpet Is 
good, hut the extinguisher Is better. 
This covers the fluid with a layer of 
heavy nonlnflnmmuhle gas which 
smothers the (lame. Finally, he cau- 
tioned never to throw water on burn- 
ing gasoline. It is heavier than gaso- 
line and tends to spread the flame. 

Everyone knows that any kind of 
a fire Is dangerous, hut If the above 
suggestions are employed under self- 
control, the fiatne starting from a car- 
buretor backfire will be efficiently 
1 stopped at the source.

Instead of Just the reverse, which Is 
the case In most electric generators. 
Fan blades are mounted on this outer 
revolving portion of the generator so 


to personal safety and comfort when 
traveling through less frequented 
places. If a bad spill should occur, 
it will preveut the occupants from be- 
ing thrown out of the ear. 

The uprights of the frame are secured 
to the bottom of the sides of the car, 
passing up through the sides to the 
toil and meeting there a re-enforcing 
bar which extends from front to rear. 
These uprights are of steel Hnd are 
heavily pudded on the inside of the 
car so that if the occupants should he 
thrown nguinst them no harm would 
be done. — Popular Science Monthly.

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Work of German Spies in America Re- 
sulted in Futile Submarine Attack 
on Pershing'* Transport* — At- 
tempt to Restore Manchu 
Empire in China. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Second in Importance only to tin* ar- 
rival of the American army in France, 
in the* eyes of the allies. Is the suc- 
cessful resumption of the offensive by 
the troops of the ltusslim republic, l.od 
by the lion-hearted Kerensky himself, 
the Muscovite soldiers on Sunday be- 
gan u tierce attack on the Austro-Cer- 
iiiun lines In eastern Galicia near 
Brzezany. In the first two days the 
Russians drove the enemy out of a 
triple line of trenches and captured 
the town of Konluciiy and 18,. ‘500 men. 
this great number of prisoners Indi- 
cating n breakdown <>/ tin* morale of 
the Teutonic troops. The lighting con- 
tinued all week and the losses on both 
sides were very heavy. The wonder- 
fully efficient work of the Russian ar- 
tillery in the preparatory bombard- 
ment shows ibis n rin of the service is 
better equipped than ever before. 

Lemberg Is the Immediate objective 
of this Russian advance, and at the 
name time an attack is la progress 
further north which threatens Kovel. 

While vast Importance attaches to 
the result of tills battle, It is the re- 
newed willingness and even desire of 
the Russian troops to light the Teutons 
that Is most cheering to the allies. The 
army nt least on that front now Is well 
In hand and Is better supplied with 
munitions than at any previous time. 
All the regiments that took part In the 
fighting of Sunday and Monday have 
been officially designated "18th of June 
regiments,” that being tin* old style 
o »te. Kerensky's presence Inspired 
ti. t men to almost unanimous ne- 
tlo.t, tlie few laggards being punished 
by telng removed from the ruulfs and 
sent home. 

General Scott, American chief of 
staff, was fortunate enough to he at 
the front and to witness the Russian 
attack from a vantage point. 

A by-product of the successful Rus- 
sian offensive wns the granting by Km- 
peror Charles of Austria of amnesty 
to all civilians convicted of high trea- 
son and other offensives. This attempt 
of the emperor to win nil parties to 
the support of the government, It Is 
predicted, will not succeed for the 
Czechs especially are still obdurate, 
and the opposition Is becoming strong- 
er dally. 

Work of German Spies in America. 

With the safe arrival In France last 
week of the last transports of the 
American expeditionary force, carrying 
the horses and ammunition, the gov- 
ernment let it lie known that the previ- 
ous sections, carrying the troops, were 
twice attacked by German submarines. 
The U-boats were driven off before 
they could do any damage, und at 
least one of them was stink by gun- 
fire. The successful combating of these 
attacks enhances the feat of the navy 
In transporting the expedition without 
loss, but file fuel i Imt the submarines 
waylaid the transports fur outside the 
war zone has aroused the authorities 
at Washington to the truth that Ger- 
man spies In this country must have 
told llerlln when the expedition was 
to sail and by what route. Secretary 
Daniels und Admiral Iteuson were the 
only persons, supposedly, who knew 
tile route selected. Admiral Gleuves 
suiting with sealed orders which lie 
did uot open until he was out several 
days. Wheu the expedition was well 
on Its way a wireless wua seut to Ad- 
nilrul Sims. In coinuiuad In Kuro|>eaii 
waters, to pick up the transports <ii a 
specified rendezvous outside the war 
zone. Till* message was In the navy'v 
most secret and receutly revised code. 


Many persons on tiie Atlantic seaboard 
knew when the vessels sailed, and tlmt 
Information presumably- was sent the 
Merlin by n German agent by wireless 
In some roundabout way, hut how the 
route was discovered seems to he a 
mystery. 

President Wilson hns given orders 
tlmt the German spy system he wlpetl 
out before any more troops sail, and 
many a Teuton Is likely to he Interned 
fgtr the period of the war. Until now 
the government has been unexplainu- 
bly lenient In Its treatment of Ger- 
mans and their sympathizers, In the 
country generally and In the city of 
Washington. We are not at war. offi- 
cially, with Austrla-Hnngary, Bulgaria 
and Turkey, and the diplomatic repre- 
sentatives and agents of these coun- 
tries are still free to serve their ally 
In any way they can. The German 
press of America also Is still unmo- 
lested and continues Its sinister cam- 
paign against the successful conduct 
of the war. la view of the confiden- 
tial information from their Washing- 
ton correspondents available to the 
German-Amorlonn editors, and despite 
their protestations of loyalty to Amer- 
ica. It Is not beyond the bounds of 
reason tlmt some of those editors 
should be doing spy work for the 
kaiser, to whose cause they have 
shown themselves devoted. 

German plotters and their friends 
also are credited by the government 
with devising and In part executing a 
plan to cripple shipping on the Great 
I. tikes by sinking or disabling vessels. 
The federal officials, allied by those of 
('unnilu, ure getting after these mis- 
creants. 

Having received their munitions, 
General Pershing's troops were 
promptly moved forward to their la- 
te slve training camps hack of the 
fighting lines, where they can hear 
the roar of the great guns. The offi- 
cial review of one battalion was the 
chief feature of the Fourth of July cel- 
ebration In Paris, and the people of 
that city went wild with enthusiasm 
over tin* American fighters. 

British Again Advance. 

Field Marshal Haig again swatted 
the Germans on Thursday, beginning 
a resumption of the offensive In Mel- 
glum, where there Imd been compara- 
tive quiet for a week. The Mritlsh 
made a considerable advance south- 
west of Holleheke. 

The Germans made a tremendous at- 
tack on the French lines east of Cerny 
Tuesday, bat were repulsed by Petnln’s 
men with great slaughter. While 
they were demoralized by this defeat 
the French made a clever counter-at- 
tack. capturing a stung salient. 

Another slump In the number of U- 
lioat victims wns shown In the wecklv 
report of the Mritlsh admiralty, it ml 
tin* naval officials of the allies are con- 
vinced that the submarine warfare 
lias failed. The Germans are sending 
their (' beats far n (1 eld. one of them 
having shelled Pontu Delgada, ii eitv 
In the Azores. An American trans- 
port helped drive the submarine away 

i)n Wednesday a dozen or more Ger- 
man air raiders appeared over Har- 
wich. a seaport In Ksscy. and dropped 
many bombs, killing 11 persons. They 
wer driven off with gunlire and air- 
planes. and two of t la-m were brought 
flown ablaze. 

German Unrest Increases. 

(Ill the eve of tin* meeting of the 
relelistag its committees were told by 
spokesmen for various groups t tin t 
further proffers of peace such as IJer- 
1 many Is willing, even anxious, to grant 
| will be liiil'lltf Ul and tlmt all the em-

It might have peace this summer if 
It were willing lu abandon all uiiiicmi- 
tions and Indemnities and to drop the 
idea ot a separate peuce with Kllssiu ; 
and that the peace formula of the 
Russian council of deputies was liu- 
pussihle. The so -culled democratizing 
of the empire. It appears, will tuke 
tlie form of reforming the franchise 
so fur as tlie relelistag Is concerned, 
which means mighty little so long as 
the German senute. composed of a|e 
pointed members, has full control over 
tlie lower house, and there Is no cabi- 
net responsible to the parliament.

Serious riots occurred In Anister 
•lam last week In which armed womer 
raided the market places.

nations.

Senate Discusses Taxes and Food. 

The revised war tax hill was report 
ed to the senate on Tuesday.

070,000,000 — a reduction of $130.000, • 
"00 from the house Mil. The tax oc 
war profits was increased so as to 
raise $.7_>:t.000.000. The discussion ol 
the food control hill continued In the 
senate, the prohibition forces refusing 
to accept the plan of eliminating the 
provision for the commandeering ol 
the existing supply of whisky for the 
manufacture of ammunition. The 
Southerp senators, characteristically, 
rushed to tlu* defense of cotton, to pro- 1 
vent Its Inclusion among the articles j 
to he controlled. 

The copilmt between the council of 
national defense and certain senators 
and representatives who have not dis- 
tinguished themselves by broad-mind- 
edness and patriotism. Is deplored by 
those who desire to see the war needs 
of the country supplied In the quickest 
and host way. Accusations or hints of 
profiteering against members of the 
council, unsupported by facts, are foot- 
less and gain little sympathy from per- 
sons of Intelligence. It Is a fifty that 
so many of our national representa- 
tives are too petty to he able to grasp 
a great occasion. 

China Going Backward? 

While most of the civilized world la 
battling for the security of democracy, 
the republic of China, which never 
was a real republic, Is about to relapse 
Into Its old state of monarchy. Out of 
the tangle of circumstances In the Ori- 
ent lias come a new revolution which 
alms to restore the young Manchu em- 
peror. Hsuaii Tung, to the throne he 
ahdieuted. Wit ti the guidance and 
support of Gen. Chang Hsun, the youth 
has established himself In the pulace 
at Peking and Is in a fair way to gain 
control of north China. President LI 
Yuan Hung look refuge In the Japan- 
ese embassy and ordered the vie* 
president to assume the presldencj 
and establish the government tempo 
rnrlly nt Nanking. This wns done 
Huron Feng Kwo Cluing being nnmec 
president. Moth sides have assembled 
large forces, mid the latest advices In- 
dicate war will break out at uny mo 
incut. 

The general opinion Is that Gen 
Chang Hmiii Is endeavoring to set iij 
a dictatorship, using the young em- 
peror as a culHpuw. So far Japan 
seems Inclined not to Interfere lu thlk 
Chinese elllhroglio. 

Shocking Riots In East St. Louia. 

East St. Louis, III., wrote Itself on 
tlie roll of disgrace and dishonor last 
w«*ek with race riots lu which more 
thiiti loo negroes were butchered and 
(he negro quarter of the city was 
burned. Several white men met death 
in the rioting. The Nutlonul Guard 
was (tilled to suppress the grave disor- 
der. hut met with little success, and 
the hrutai murders continued day af- 
ter day. Thousands of negroes have 
tied from the city. Superficially, tlie 
Irn uoe of the riots was the liujtortation 
from the South of great numbers of 
negroes to work lu tin* packing pluuts 
and other Industrial concerns, but tlie 
real cause lies deeper. In the disgrace- 
fully corrupt political iidsniaiiageiuent 
of the city for many years. 

The decent citizens of East St. Louis 
have handed together to redeem the 
place, and already have forced the 
mayor to dismiss the chief of police, 
tin- Ure marshal and other officials. 

Death took two prominent men last 
week. Sir Herbert Beerbohiu Tree, 
tlie eminent British actor, died In Lon- 
don. end William H. Moody, former 
attorney general and former associate 
Justice of the Supreme court of the 
Ignited States, passed away at his 
home In Massachusetts.

Maj. Bauer Asks Selectmen to 
Adopt It 

Maj. Bauer of the Weymouth

Draft Postponed. 

Town Clerk Raymond has this 
week forwarded all the cards in con- 
nection with the registration of young 
men 21 to 81 for military service. 

It was reported early in the week 
that Washington might make the 
draft July 14, but later dispatches 
say the drawing will he postponed 
until all States arc rendy. 

Weymonth men who registered for 
the coming military draft should not 
as yet go to the local exemption 
boards for information as to their 
red ink draft numbers. The work 
of preparing the duplicates of the 
registration cards, while being rush- 
ed as rapidly as possible, is not yet 
finished and the exemption boards 
have not received the respective 
districts. 

As soon as this work is completed 
this fact will be announced by Direc- 
tor Gettemy and it will be then up to 
every man registered to learn his 
red ink registration number and to 
find out if he has been drafted. 
The list of numbers of persons drawn 
will be published and the names of 
those conscripted will lie posted by 
local exemption board. 

The exemption board for the 
Weymouth district has not yet re- 
ceived the cards with the RED 
NUMBERS. The numbers put on 
the blue card on Registration day 
are not the draft numbers.

Pershing nml "Blnrk Jnck." tho 
mu n who commands the llrst American 
tllvislon In France Is the Ideal type of 
Amerlcnn soldier. The grltn lines of 
his tuouth indicate the qualities which 
have made him successful In war. The 
Pershing smile when it Illumines ills 
fnce hints of those other qualities 
which have endeared 1dm even to ids 
foes. 

Major General I’ershlng — he won his 
two stars for the conduct of the expe- 
dition Into Mexico — Is a chivalrous sol- 
dier. He Is the type who tights relent- 
lessly until he has beaten his enemy 
•ml then helps him. His fellow offi- 
cers say that he attained Ills present 
rank because he “soldiered hard,” and 
It Is a pretty good sign that he has 
fairly won his rank when he Is so gen- 
erally well thought of by the officers, 
over the heads of 802 of whom he was 
advanced from the grade of cnptaln to 
that of brigadier general by President 
Roosevelt. 

The Ideal American Soldier. 

General Pershing began to be the 
Ideal soldier on the day he entered the 
United States Military academy at 
West Point. He graduated ns senior 
cadet captain, which Is the highest 
rank which enn be uttnined at the 
academy. 

He was Immediately appointed sec- 
ond lieutenant In the Sixth cavalry 
and, under Gen. Nelson A. Miles,- plung- 
ed Into the thick of the fighting ngnlnst 
the Apaches. He had not been In the 
saddle a full year when General Miles 
complimented him In orders for 
“marching his troop, with pack trnin, 
over rough country, 140 miles In 40 
hours, bringing In every man and ani- 
mal In good condition." 

In Mexico General Pershing more 
than lived up to the record of n dash- 
ing cavalry leader which he establish- 
ed as a second lieutenant In 1887. 

The campaigns against Geronimo 
taught Pershing his first lessons in renl 
war. The kind of fighting he learned 
from the Apache and Sioux campaigns 
stood him In good stead when he 
tackled the Moros. How modern 
armies fight, or did fight previous to 
the present war, he learned in Cuba 
ami as military attache and observer 
with the Japanese armies In their war 
against Russia. 

In 1880 the young Lieutenant Per- 
shing won commendation again from 
Genernl Miles when, as commnnder of 
Troop A of the Sixth cavalry, he took 
ten men, rescued a hand of cowboys 
who hail been captured by one hundred 
hostile Indians, captured a number of 
horse thieves who were among the In- 
dians. nnd returned with Ills party to 
Fort Wingate, without having fired a 
shot, lost a single man or killed an 
Indian. That Is typical of the man. 
ITe Is the true American soldier. He 
does not kill when he can win with- 
out It. 

The ex|>erlence Pershing gained 
fighting Geronimo nnd other Apache 
chiefs caused him to he sent to the 
Dakotas In command of the Sioux 
scouts In the wars against the rebel- 
lious Sioux. After this period of fight- 
ing he became military Instructor In 
the University of Nebraska, where he 
took the degree of LI,. It., and In the 
early nineties he was sent to West 
Point as nti Instructor. 

Valor at El Caney. 

• When the Spanish-American war be- 
gan the young lieutenant became res- 
tive and begged to be sent back to the 
line. He was assigned to a negro 
regiment and won commendation in 
orders for his work at K! Caney. A 
more substantial reward for his valor 
came, after he v\ns sent to the Philip- 
pines. In the form of a captain's com- 
mission. 

It was In the Philippines that "Black 
Jack" Pershing did his greatest work 
and won glory for himself and the 
American army. A little more than 
ten years ago the Unit«*d States faced 
a tremendous problem In the Philip- 
pines. Almost incessant warfare bad 
existed between Christians and Mos- 
lems in the archlpclugo since Magellan 
was slain during the voyage in which 
Europeans tlr>t circumnavigated the 
globe. Spaniards, British ami Ameri- 
cans so far had failed to settle the 
problem. Its entire weight was shift-

ed to the broad shoulders of the then 
Cnptaln Pershing and he straightened 
under the burden and carried it to the 
end. 

In 1800 ho became adjutant general, 
executive officer of the department of 
Mindanao and Join. In this capacity 
he studied the Moros and the Moro 
problem. He tried In every honornble 
way to conciliate the native chiefs nnd 
Judges or dattos, but the Moros would 
not take the word of a white man. 
Later they learned that Pershing's 
word was never broken. 

Finally, nfter studying the question 
from every possible viewpoint, he de- 
cided that the only way to subdue the 
natives was to prosecute a campaign 
against them. Washington coincided 
with this view nnd Pershing went Into 
the Jungle. 

Every foot of the way, through mud- 
dy roads little better than Jungle trails, 
where guns nnd cnlssons sometimes 
snnk huh deep and had to he raised by 
planks and levers; through Insect In- 
fested forests, In an atmosphere 
fraught with fever nnd mnlnrin, he 
had to fight against crazed Mohamme- 
dan warriors, who believed that to die 
slaying Christians Insured them of a 
life In heaven with a white horse to ■ 
ride nnd beautiful hourls to wait upon 
them. 

Against odds like this the expedition 
fought and cut Its way to the Lake 
Lanno country, where the Moros had 
gathered in force. 

At Bnynn Captain Pershing gave the 
rebels their first taste of American 
fighting. The battle resulted In a bril- 
liant tnctlcal victory for our troops, 
and the expedition pressed forwurd. 

Destroyed 40 Forte. 

The sultan of Macolod, one of the 
most powerful of the native rulers, re- 
fused to surrender. With a battalion 
of Infantry, a squadron of cavalry and 
a section of guns Pershing moved 
ngnlnst him nnd threatened to demol- 
ish his fort unless he gave In. 

The sultan was defiant. He dreamed 
flint Ids stronghold was Impregnnhle. 
In two days It was a memory and the 
American troops had received upon 
their bayonets the Inst maddened 
charge of the Moro hand. The Ameri- 
cans had two men wounded. 

One nfter the other 40 Moro forts 
fell under Pershing’s assaults and the 
Island of Mindanao was at peace, two 
Americans having lost tlielr lives. 

Then the Pershing smile succeeded 
the fighting grimness of his face and 
the Moros became his friend. They 
made n datto of him and they submit- 
ted to his judgment In their legal dis- 
putes, nnd the United States made him 
military governor of the department. 
For this work he was advanced to the 
grade of brigadier general, although 
802 officers had priority over him. 

For a time Pershing was relieved of 
his Philippine duties because of 111 
health, hut the Moros of Jolo continued 
to make trouble and he was sent hack 
to subdue them ns he hail the rebels 
of Mindanao. It was n bigger task, 
and one the magnitude of which has 
seldom confronted a regular army offi- 
cer except in time of nctunl war. 

Pershing picked a command of men 
every one of whom he knew down to 
the last private. He loved them all ns 
children and they loved him as “Black 
.Tack" and “Fighting John” Pershing. 
There wasn’t n man under him whose 
fuce the general didn't know and whom 
he could not call hy name. 

The Moros- — men, women nnd chil- 
dren — had taken refuge and fortlOed 
themselves In the crater of Bud DaJo, 
nn extinct volcano, on the Island of 
Jolo. Pershing announced to his men 
that he was going to drive the rebels 
out of the crater If It took ten yeurs 
to do It. 

There were 000 Moros, everyone of 
them Imbued with the faith that each 
Christian he slew would be his slave 
in the Moro heaven, lurking under the 
rim of the big hole In the top of the 
mountain. 

Guerrilla Warfare. 

The addition of a hand of Filipino 
! scouts brought tin* American forces up 
\ to about one thousand men. Every 
inch of the way from the shore of the 
Island they had to tight agnln»t the 
hidden enemy. 

| Outposts were stabbed In the night 
by naked savages, who wriggled 
through the tall grass without a sound. 
Pickets ami patrolling parties were 
fallen upon and slain by beast-men, 
who swung from the branches of tropi- 
cal trees and palms like panthers, but 
I the relentless column cut its way fur- 
ther and further toward the heart of 
the Moro stronghold and at lust spread 
In u thin circle uround the base of the 
ancient volcano. 

Several times reconnolteriug parties 
( of American troops crawled to the rim 
of the crater and observed the dis|»osi-

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tlon nnd numbers of the Moros without 
being seen. 

At last General Pershing announced 
that If the Moros did not surrender 
within four days he would storm the 
position. Two days later ninety of 
the men came down the side of the 
mountain and surrendered. Hunger 
had shattered even Moslem fanaticism, 
nnd thoughts of heaven had given 
away before the pangs of empty stom- 
achs. They were disarmed and set nt 
liberty. The snme afternoon 150 more, 
men and women both, straggled Into 
camp and gave themselves up. By 
nlghtfnll almost live hundred of the 
Moros hud thrown themselves on the 
mercy of the Americans. 

, When the Four Days Were Up. 

At the end of the four days General 
Pershing ordered an advance. The 
crater Itself was found to he deserted, 
hut a hand of almost one hundred men 
had hidden in the jungle. They tried 
to hrenk through the cordon of troops 
on the east side of the mountain, nnd 
so fierce was the fighting that Captain 
Barber was wounded hy a shot fired so 
elose to his body that It burned his 
clothing. 

Those of (he band who were not 
killed were driven hack Into the crater, 
and although they attempted several 
times in the night to break through 
the line, not a man escaped. All the 
available troops surrounded the piece 
of Jungle in which the Moros were 
hiding, and It was only a question of 
time before they would he annihilated. 

At this Juncture an aged datto ap- 
pealed to General Pershing, declaring 
that he could persuade the rebels to 
surrender. Always willing to spare 
bloodshed where It was possible, Per- 
shing told him to do Ills best, hut 
made It perfectly plain that the sur- 
render must he unconditional. 

For two hours the datto paced hack 
nnd forth In the jungle calling In the 
unlive dialect to his people. At last 
they answered and he persuaded them 
to surrender. Only forty-five were 
left. They mnrehod down the moun- 
tainside nnd laid down their arms, sev- 
eral automatic pistols among them, 
nnd were sent to Jolo, where they 
went nbonrd the cutter Samar and 
were tnken to Zamboanga and spent 
some time in the Cnlnrlun prison. 

It broke the hack of the Moro pow- 
er In the Philippines. The duttos nev- 
er became a mennee again. 

Became Major General. 

In January. 1916. having endeared 
himself alike to the hearts of the Fili- 
pinos and American* in the islands, 
General Pershing returned to the Unit- 
ed States nml was placed in command 
of the Eighth brigade of the regulur 
army, with headquarters at El Paso. 
There he remuined until the Vlllu raid 
on Columbus, N. M.. when President 
Wilson placed him In command of the 
flying punitive expedition Into Mexico. 
That this expedition did not turn out 
to he more punitive was not General 
Pershing’s fuult. • 

General Pershing was under orders 
and In communication with tin- war de- 
partment all the time, and the way In 
which he handled the Mexican problem 
met with the full approval of President 
Wilson. Pershing euu he a diplomatist 
us well as a soldier. 

General Pershing’s men regard him 
In the most kindly manner. Were he 
In command of French trhops they 
would doubtless call him "Pupa" Per- 
shing. as they do the great marshal of 
France, hut he Is over American hoy*, 
and to them there Is more endearment 
in tiie terms "Bluck Juck" and “Fight- 
ing John."

DOG FANCIERS FACING RUIN 

Dealers in England See Disaster in 
High Taxes Placed on Animala 
to Conserve Food Supply. 

Dog fnneiers In Englnnd, especially 
the women, say that the new dog 
taxes are going to kill the business 
they have been carefully building up 
for years.

A good share of the profit from dairy 
or beef farming is in the manure. In 
selling butter and feeding the warm 
skim milk, very little soil fertility 
leaves the farm. No other kind of 
i farming will approach , the value of 
dairying in this respect. Fattening 
i beef cattle in the stable runs a close 
second. 

In computing dairy profits, the 
manure value is seldom taken Into ac- 
count, because It is set off against 
labor. In a lum> sum manner, the 
manure Is supposed to be worth about 
as much as the labor of taking care 
of tlie cow. 

As the result of a series of experi- 
ments conducted for the purpose of 
trying to arrive at the money value of 
cattle manure, $.10 per cow per year 
I was found to be a fair valuation for 


There nre. however, dlfflcnUlee aad 
limitation# wblch.no fanner can con- 
trol. Climatic conditions In the win- 
ter time are such ns to render this 
Kind of disposal almost Impossible for 
days together. There nre weather pe- 
riods when the ground Is too soft for a 
load nnd It Is difficult to hnve n field 
prepared to receive manure at nil 
times. It Is possible to forestall such 
difficulties to n certain extent by start- 
ing operations on the land during the 
summer nnd fall, making ready for em- 
ergencies. 

In order to obtnln the best results, 
tin* manure must be sprend on thOsotl 
evenly. The theory Is that a small 
particle of manure carries different 
kinds of bacteria that nre beneficial 
to the soil. Even distribution will 
scatter these different forms of bac- 
teria and distribute them to every ! 
square foot of soil surface. Growing 
plants protect these minute forms of 
life and encourage their multiplica- 
tion in the soil nnd the bncterla break 
down the particles of manure for soil 
enrichment. 

Manure left in plies will soon loso 
Its strength. The old-fashioned Idea 
of piling manure to rot it has pnssed 
on its way. Very few farmers pile 
manure nowadays, and It Is noticeable 
that manure pits are very scarce and 
the few that are in use are much shal- 
lower than those formerly used. In 
fact, the new ones are nothing but 
depressions to collect liquid manure 
from stable drains. When the value 
of stable absorbents nnd their proper 
I use is well understood, the manure 
pit will become obsolete and the ex- 
pression "well-rotted manure" will dis- 
appear from agricultural literature. 

The cow burn shown In the Illus- 
trations is u sensible building so de- 
signed that the farmer may exercise I 
Ills Judgment In the arrangement of I 
one-third of the stable, fitting it close- 
ly to his needs. Every provision may 
la* Installed for the economic handling 
of the stock and because of the efficient 
lighting and ventilation of the stable, 
this barn Is excellent for Its particular 
purpose. When a farmer starts In the 
dairy business, he is not always sure 
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TREE SURGEON LIKE DENTIST 

Cavity Must Be Cleaned, Treated With 
Antiseptic, and Then Filled 
With Concrete. 

The treatment of cnvltlcs In tree*, 
caused by decay, Is not fundamentally 
different from that of dentistry, though 
the tree surgeon Is not so much "down 
In the mouth" as the dentist. All de- 
caying matter must he cleaned out. 
right down to solid living tissue. The 
cavity Is then trented with an anti- 
septic to prevent further decay, nnd 
the whole (likewise the hole) tilled 
with concrete nnd In such manner as 
to exclude air ns much ns possible. 
The tree then begins to heal over the 
edges of the wound to the concrete. 

Sometimes metal lias been used for 
covering cavities nnd with good re- 
sults. Elastic cement, asphalt and

the manure made by an animal weigh- 
ing 1.000 pounds, when fed u liberal 
milk ration in a good dairy stable, 
where both the solids and tlie liquids 
could he saved. Keeping up the rich- 
ness of the soil is the greatest problem 
that farmers have to deal with. If the 
cow will help the farmer In this re- 
spect to the extent of $10 a year, the 
problem is obviously simplified great- 
ly. 

To save tills fertilizer, tlie stable 
Hour must be made of concrete and 
manure absorbents must be used. Tlie 
cattle must be supplied liberally with 
bedding, which should consist of straw. 
If the straw is run through the cut- 
ting box, it makes a better bedding 
and absorbs a great deal more mois- 
ture than long straw. The next best 
absorbents for liquid manure are 
ground phosphate rock and gypsum. 
Gypsum is sulphate of lime and phos- 
phate rock carries phosphoric acid, both 
of which, under usual conditions, are 
very beneficial to the soil. They are 
both known us uinmoniu fixers, as they 
absorb ammonia from manure and hold 
it until they are applied to the soil. 

There is u great deal more ammonia 
in liquid tiiuu in solid manure. Am- 
monia is a strong nitrogen compound 
and is extremely volatile, so unless it 
is combined with some chemical of an 
affinitive nature, it llouis away in the 
utiuospbere and Is probubly lost to 
that particular farm. 

By the proper and cureful use of 
cut straw fur bedding, together with 
liquid manure ubsorbents. the manure 
is collected and temporarily preserved, 
but it must be applied to the land al- 
most Immediately or heavy losses will 
occur. 

While the properly fed and boused 
cow will supply $10 worth of manure, 
it is up to the furiuer to utilize this 
valuable by-product to the best advan- 
tage in order to secure the benefits. 
The best lueibod would be to make 
dully application with u good manure 
spreader on lund that is thoroughly 
well tilted to receive it. With a proper- 
ly arranged manure carrier it costs 
very lill’.e to load the manure into tin 
preader uud unload it upou the lugd.

The farmer 
lucky ^^^^urts a real dairy business 
in a cu^RulIy designed and well con- 
structed dairy burn, whether it be 
little or big. A good dairy stable Is 
just us necessary to dairy furmers as 
a store is to a merchant. 

The barn Illustrated is only 00 by 
10 feet In size, hut it embodies all the 
essential features of a good dairy 
stable without any of the fancy frills 
that run Into unnecessary expense. In 
the dairy stable end of the building 
there are a pair of foul air ventilating 
lilies to carry off the stable air from 
the alleyways behind the* stalls. The 
stock shed end of the burn is supposed 
to ventilate through the big door and 
windows. 

This stock enclosure was designed 
to suit farmers who raise a few head 
of purebred cattle each year and want 
a safe, comfortable place to keep them 
during the winter. Any special ar- 
rangement of this part of the building 
is easily made. 

One silo is sufficient for a barn of 
this size. In the plans, provision Is 
made for an overhead truck to extend 
from the silo through the feed alley 
to the cattle shed. Other overhead 
trucks are intended for manure car- 
riers uud these may run through into 
the cuttle shed in the sume way. The 
location of these tracks will he deter- 
mined by the manner in which the 
farmer takes care of shed manure. 

There is only one w ay to handle cow 
stable manure, und that is to get it en- 
tirely uway from the premises us 
quickly us possible. Ill a stable of this 
kind it would be much better to re- 
move the shed manure at the sume 
time because this slu-d is intimately 
connected wilb (be cow stable and the 
odor from u carelessly kept cattle shed 
Would be objectionable. Dairy men 
cannot be too particular. The nature 
of the business demands the strictest 
cleanliness.

sawdust, paraffin and sawdust, wood 
pulp and cement, excelsior and as- 
phalt, tar with sawdust or oakum, 
wooden blocks, bricks, stones and a 
great variety of materials have been 
used for both tilling and covering and 
all are good if the work is well done. 
The disinfectants used are copper sul- 
phate, corrosive sublimate, formalin, 
bordeaux, carbolineum or creosote 
(these are best), coal tar and even 
kerosene. No matter which is used, the 
cavity should receive more than one 
treatment before being filled or other- 
wise closed. 

PROFIT FROM THE BACK YARD 

Any House Owner, at Small Expenae, 
Can Build Garage Which Will 
Soon Pay for Itself. 

Most house owners have a rear lot 
that is of no use to them, and Is gen- 
erally a source of expense. Why not 
turn the back ynrd into a moneymaker; 
at a reasonable expense you can build 
[ a concrete or brick garage big enough 
to hold four curs on the average lot 
that will earn for you 25 per cent prof- 
it on the cost of the building, or pay 
for 1 1 self In four years. 

Tills being a masonry building with 
a tar and gravel roof there is no 
charge for upkeep or repairs. Such 
garages have been found to be a source 
of satisfaction to the owners as they 
Improve the looks of the backyard in 
most cases, and relieve him of the la- 
bor and expense of keeping It in or- 
der. 

If n person also wishes to have a 
garden lie can by putting up trellis 
work conceal the garage so that per- 
sons In the street cunnot see It, also 
u roof garden cun he imiiutuiued op 
the garuge when desired. 

Special Conditions. 

In planting out street nnd highway 
trees, the fundamental principle gov- 
erning tiu* work should he us in all the 
broad Hold of agriculture, the crea- 
tion of conditions suitable to tlie par- 
ticular plants to he used. If propel 
conditions do not exist, they must he 
made. If rainfall is insufficient, Irri- 
gation Htifih-lent to overcome tlie natu- 
ral deficiency of water supply must 
he practiced. If rainfall is excessive, 
drainage must he hud by blasting to 
free soil or digging deep holes and mix- 
ing sand, wood ashes, lime or decaying 
vegetable matter with tin* soil before 
replacing it in the boles. Physical 
condition of soils Is of far greater mo- 
ment l bun (be chemical properties, 
therefore deep holes, dug or blusted, 
together with deep preparatory culti- 
vation is essentiul to success.

COOLING THINGS FOR HOT DAYS. 

Icc-cohl colToc diluted about half the 
strength used when serving It hot. Is 
a most refreshing 
cool drink for 
warm weather. 
Serve It with a 
slice of lemon In 
each etip. 

Iced Coco a. — 
Sift a cupful of 
cocoa with three- 
quarters of a cup- 
ful of sugar, pour a cupful of hot wa- 
ter over t lie mixture nnd boll until a 
rich sirup results. Keep this In n Jar 
In the Ice cheat and when wishing to 
serve It, n lablcspoonful (if the sirup 
Is stirred Into a glass of cold milk. 
Cocoa is liked by some with n very 
little vanilla flavor and a teaspoonful 
of cornstarch to give It more richness. 
A pinch of cinnamon or cloves is an- 
other addition liked by some. Chill 
Hie cocoa, mix It with sugnr and 
cream and serve with whipped cream 
on lop. 

Fruit Mint Julep. — Boil three pints 
of water and one nnd a half pounds 
of sugar ten minutes. Remove from 
the heat and add a packed cupful of 
mint leaves. Cover and lot stand ten 
minutes. Strain through two thick- 
nesses of cheesecloth nnd cool. Strain 
the juice of 12 lemons, add one and a 
half cupfuls each of orange and straw- 
berry juice nnd turn into the mint 
sirup; let blond at least an hour. 
When ready to serve pour a quart of 
charged water over a large piece of lee 
In the punchbowl, then turn In the 
mint Julep. Sprigs of mint and a few 
slices of fresh strawberries make a 
pretty addition to the howl. 

The secret of fine-flavored Iced ten 
Is to make It fresh. Draw the tea 
about three minutes, then pour it over 
lee and let stand In chipped let* until 
chilled. Serve by filling glasses one- 
tliird full of shaved ice and top with 
a hit of lemon. Let each person sweet- 
en his own tea. 

Gingerade. — Tills is a drink which 
should he used as It is not only pal- 
atable hut economical. Stir a table- 
spoonful of ginger with four of sugar, 
add a pint of chilled water and serve 
when settled. Some* like a dash of 
vinegar, others n little molasses In- 
stead of sugar for sweetening. This 
Is an old-fashioned harvest drink. 

Orangeade. — For this simple drink 
allow a pint of cold water for ench 
pint of orange juice with the Juice of 
one lemon. Add sugar to taste and 
stand near the ice until ready to serve. 
At serving time heat an egg very light 
and pour the liquid over It.

ECONOMY HINTS. 

When vegetables such as lettuce are 
wilted do not throw them away, wash 
in cold water (lien place 
in a pull tightly covered 
nnd let stand an hour or 
two when the crisp fresh- 
ness will have returned. 
Parsley inny he kept for 
two or three weeks, by 
washing It carefully anil 
then putting It Into a 
glass Jar with a cover 
well screwed on. It will 
help to wash the parsley 
once or twice during the time It Is 
kept, slinking off the surplus water. 
A coffee can Is a fine receptacle for 
crisping let luce or parsley as It is 
easier to handle from a large-mouthed 
receptacle.

Raspberries and strawberries keep 
better when spread out on a platter 
or plate, In fuct twice us long us when 
heaped In u dish; the weight of the 
berries crush and spoil them. 

Oatmeal Cookiee. — Take two cupfuls 
of fine or ground oatmeal which has 
been browned, two cupfuls of Hour, 
one egg, a half cupful of sour milk 
and a half teuspoouful of soda, a half 
cupful of shortening and u cupful of 
sugar, add raisins and nuts and drop 
from a teaspoon on a well-greased 
baking pan. 

Rhubarb is delicious baked, using 
a cupful of sugar to a pint of finely 
cut rhubarb. Bake in an earthen dlsb 
uni 1 1 Jellylike in consistency. 

Rhubarb Cup Pudding. — I'm a tea- 
spoonful of sweetened, stewed rhubarb 
into a buttered cup. 1‘our boiling wa- 
ter on a pint of breud crumbs and let 
them souk until soft and then drain. 
Add a well beaten egg to the crumbs, 
a tahlespoonful of sugar and u little 
nutmeg. Turn this over the rhubarb 
in the cups and bake. Add u cupful 
of chopped peanuts thut have been 
carefully cleaned from the little brown 
husk, to a well cooked corn mush and 
mold in a small bread pan to cut In 
slices to fry. other nuts such as hick- 
ory or walnut incuts may be udded, 
hut the peanuts ure so common that 
they are ulwuys In the market.

The squad is tin* Integral unit upon 
which all collective movements are 
based. Soldiers are grouped Into 
squads of eight for the purpose of in- 
struction and discipline; for control 
as component factors in a platoon or 
company; and for convenience in ex- 
ecuting orders which may cull for a 
small number of men. 

At the command "fall In," the eigtit 
nu>n line up in two ranks of four. The 
man who stands at the left of tin* front 
rank Is ilic base of tin* squad, and it 
usually forms up tin* position which he 
Ims taken, lit* Is the squad leader — a 
corporal while the other seven men 
in tlu* squad are privates. 

The corporal gives tin* commands by 
which (lie squad, when mi individual 
unit, executes its movements. If tin* 
squall is formed wit li Hie company, tlu* 
captain will give tin* commands con- 
trolling example, hut tin* corporal will 
repeal to ids men the preparatory 
command. 

When a squad falls in, all the mem- 
bers (except tlie corporal) assemble 
In the order of height from right to 
left. The rank fails in 40 Inches be- 
hind the front rank. Tills is culled 
distunce. At the command "right . . . 
dress 1" each man places Ids left lmnd 
fiat upon Ids hip, hand striitght down- 
ward, fingers and thumb extended nnd 
touching. Each man, except the front 
and rear rank man on the right of the 
line, turns ids head and eyes to the 
rigid and takes steps of two or three 
inches so that ids right arm, hanging 
In the position of “Attention," will 
lightly (ouch tin* elbow of tlu* raised 
left arm of the man on Ids rigid ; and 
each man must also take a position in 
the line so that ins eyes and shoulders 
are in line with those of tin* man (or 
the first two or three men) tin Ills right. 
The two men in the right flic keep 
their head and eyes io the front. 

Tin* rear rank men cover in lilt* — 
that is, each man places himself direct- 
ly behind the man in front of him, ns 
well as on line with those to tlu* rigid 
of him. At the command “Front!" ev- 
ery man drops liis left hand to ills side, 
turns liis bend straight to tin* front, 
and takes tlu* position of “Attention.” 

If the command is “left . . . 
DRESS!” tlie squad dresses on the ex- 
treme left man, who keeps his head 
straight to tlu* front; but in both 
"right . .DRESS!" und “left 
DRESS!” only the left arm is raised. 
By means of the raised elbow, the men 
get the proper space (or interval) be- 
tween them, und the Command also 
gains the proper alignment for a squad, 
u company, or u larger body of sol- 
diers. 

In inarching, unless otherwise com- 
manded, the alignment described above 
is preserved. A guide is designated, 
either "guide right," or "guide left," 
and tlu* men maintain their alignment 
by yielding to pressure from the side 
of the guide (right or left, ns the case 
may he), and resisting pressure from 
tlu* opposite side. 

In order tlmt each man may know 
ills place iii tin* squad — for, ns will lat- 
er he explained, tlu* details of ids own 
movements will vary according to Ills 
position in the unit — the squad lend 
or instructor will give tlu* command, 
“count off.” At tills, each man. ex- 
cept t lit* right file, turns his head and 
eyes to tlu* right. The right file 
(namely, tlu* man ut tlu* extreme right 
of the front rank und tlie man at the 
extreme right of the rear rank, 40 
inches behind him) keep their heads 
and eyes to the front. Simultaneous- 
ly, these two count "one!” tlu* two 
men in the next file, front und rear 
rank, simultaneously count "two!" 
and as they count "two," they swing 
their heads in unison hack to the po- 
sition of attention. The same with 
"three” and “four.” When the count 
is finished, the whole squad has re- 
turned to tlu* position of attention, and 
eucli man knows thereafter exactly 
what lie himself Is to do when certain 
comniutids to the squad are given.

the corresponding front-rank man. Ttia 
cnmmnnd, “halt !" Is given when the 
No. 3 men are threw paces distant from 
the No. 4 men. and nil halt and face 
to Hie front. 

From this formal Ion, the command 
“assemble" is given when II Is desired 
to bring tlu* squad hack into close 
order. The command is worded, "As- 
semble, to the right (left). 
MARCH!" At “march," tlu* front-rank 
man on the right or left, as the case 
may he, stands fast, while the rear- 
rank man of the same tile closes tip 
behind him to tlie regulation distance 
of 40 Inches. The other men face to 
tlie right (or left), move in by the 
shortest line and face to tlu* front. 

"Take distance" varies In that It 
is executed to tlu* front ml her than 
on either Hunk nnd provides a different 
arrangement of the men, although, for 
tlie purpose of exercise and Instruc- 
tion, llu* result Is substantially the 
same. Tills movement must in* execut- 
ed after tlu* squad lias counted off. 
At “march," following the preparatory 
command, “take distance," No. 1 of the 
front rank moves straight to tin* front. 
When iu* 1ms taken four pact's. No. 2 
of the front rank also moves straight 
to the front, followed by No. 3 of the 
front rank at four pact's, who, In turn. 
Is followed at four pares by No. 4 of 
the front rank. Then when No. 4 lias 
his proper distil nee. Nos. 1, 2, 3 and -I 
of tlu* rear rank each step off four 
paces exactly as llu* front-rank men 
have done. The command “halt" Is 
given when all have attaint'd their dis- 
tance. 

To “assemble" the squad, at this 
command. No. 1 of the front rank 
stands fast, while the other numbers 
move forward until they reach their 
proper places In line.

While for marching mid tlie pur- 
poses of drill in the manual of arms 
a squad is kept in “close order" — tiiut 
is, the distance of the crook of the el- 
bow between man and man In each 
rank, and 40 Inches between tlie front 
und rear ranks — certain kinds of In- 
struction could not be given in that 
formation. The setting-up exercises 
(calisthenics) or the bayonet drill 
could not be executed at close order. 
It Is essential, therefore, to distribute 
the men so that, while they still re- 
main in a precise und military forma- 
tion. they limy be sufficient iy sepuruted 
for each mail to buve room for the 
swing of his arms and legs or the 
charge of liis huyonet. In order to 
effect tiiis, tlie squad will execute tin* 
commands, “take interval," or "take 
distance." 

When the squad is ut a halt, the 
command is given, “Tuke Interval — to 
the right (left) . . . MARCH." At 
"to the right (left).” the four reur- 
runk men march backward four steps 
und halt. At tin* command of execu- 
tion. “march, " all men ju both runks 
face to tin* rigid. The leading man iu 
each rank then steps off. When he has 
advanced four paces, tlie second man 
lu eucu rank steps off, keeping four 
puces behind his leader. Then follow 
the third men lu euch rank, at an in- 
terval of four paces from the two men 


When a squad Is marching in lino, 
there are two ways of turning it — on 
a moving or on a fixed pivot. 

Tlie squad Is turned on a moving 
pivot when it Is marching as a sepa- 
rate unit or when. In a column of 
squads, tlie command “column rigid 
(left)" is given. The moving pivot, in 
which the pivot man on the front rank 
advances at the half-step of 15 Inches 
until tin* line Is abreast of him, is de- 
signed to turn a column precisely but 
with the least loss of headway. 

A fixed pivot, “squads rigid (left)," 
turns t'aeli squad in its place on tlie 
designated base, right or left, and Is 
a movement which hears important re- 
lation to every other squad in the col- 
umn. For if tlie forward movement 
is not entirely checked by the pivot 
man’s turning and marking time in his 
tracks, the whole company will be 
thrown out of alignment. 

Being in line, the squad executes 
tin* command "Right (left) turn . . . 
MARCH" as follows: 

At “march” the pivot man (No. 1) 
of the front rank faces to the right, 
taking first tin* full step of .'50 Inches, 
in order to clear tlie space directly 
behind him, and then advances at tlie 
half-step while tlie other men of the 
rank oblique to the rigid until opposite 
tlielr places in line. Each then exe- 
cutes a second right oblique, and on 
arriving abreast of tin* pivot man, 
takes the half-step until the last man 
In Hie rank arrives on the lint*, when 
all proceed at Hit* full step. 

To turn tin* squad on a fixed pivot, 
Hie command “Squad rigid (left) . . . 
MARCH!" is given. At “march," the 
right man (No. 1) in the front rank 
faces to tin* right and marks time. The 
other front-rank men, obliquing to tlie 
right, place themselves abreast of the 
pivot man and also mark time, lu the 
rear rank, No. 15, that Is, the third 
man from the rigid, moves strulglit to 
tlie front until lie is 40 inches in the 
rear of Ills front-rank man. He then 
faces to the front and marks time. Thu 
second and first men of the rear rank 
follow No. ,'S in column nut il they also 
ure directly behind their front-rank 
men. They then face to the front and 
mark time. No. 4 of the rear rank 
meantime moves strulglit to the front 
at tin* side of No. 3 for four paces. He 
then faces to the front uml steps up 
abreast of No. 3. As the lust limn ar- 
rives in liis place — or, when perform- 
ing the movement by numbers, ut the 
sixth count after tlie cotnmund is 
given — both runks execute “forward 
march” without further command. 

"Squad right (left)" is a much- 
used und important movement (iiat re- 
quires much practice for proper exe- 
cution, especially by the rear-rank 
men, who too often undertake to 
scramble into position. The pivot muii 
also must lie extremely careful to turn 
in his tracks und not to take ground, 
an admonition easily comprehended, 
hut frequently neglected iu execution. 
The pivot man und the reur-rank men 
have it lu their power to niuke or 
spoil tills movement, which, improperly 
executed, will disrupt und disarrungu 
uu entire column.

This question of conservation of 
food has become so agitated by those 
who have a kndwledge of what It 
means In the preservation of life, who 
have made a study of the food condi- 
tions, nnd the requirements of the 
country, that It Is beginning to arouse 
the entire nntion.

His strength has been reduced 
by the drawing away of tbo thousands 
from tho farms, who are now in tbo 
ranks of the consumer in stead of in that 
of the producer. There is an Inverse 
ratio here that can only he under- 
stood when confronted with the ap- 
palling figures presented by those In 
chnrge of tlie conservation work. The 
army has to be fed. dependents cared 
for, the navy has to have provisions, 
and we cannot sit idly by nnd set* tho 
women and children of tin* countries 
across the sea starve. There Is such 
a great call for active partieipatinn in 
the matter of providing food, that 
those who are left at homo in charge 
of this work have a responsibility 
placed upon them fully as great as has 
llto man at the front who has gone out 
to protect tin* homes, the sanctity and 
the honor of those who are left behind. 
The producer should think only of 
tills; there should be economy, not 
only of labor. Every acre of avail- 
able land should be producing. Ad- 
vantage should be taken of every day- 
light hour. It must not be a case of 
bow much can we make. It must be 
a case of "fight” with those who have 
gone overseas, but In our way, light to 
win tlie war. Where that spirit per- 
vades will he found tin* spirit of tlie 
patriotic American. There is no diffi-

WE DRAW THE LISE. 

Much worthy news material comes 
’to this office without solicitation and 
paper welcomes all news informa- 
tion of reliability and consequence. 
We publish the news. But the line 
dividing news matter from advertising 
is being drawn more closely than ever. 
The newspaper plant, this one at least, 
represents a big investment in ma- 
chinery and equipment ; the operation 
of this plant requires the services of 
highly paid experts, men whose train- 
ing has taken as long as the doctor 
or the lawyer took on his profession. 
The only way the enterprise can be 
maintained is through the sale of the 
products of this plant. These prod- 
ucts are advertising space, printing, 
and the newspaper itself. Publishers 
in the past have allowed themselves 
to be imposed upon until they came 
to be looked upon ns the most gulli- 
ble of the gullible. The requirements 
of this day of high costs and scarce 
materials compel an alteration of this 
good-untured policy. We shall con- 
tinue to publish the news without 
abatement, improving and perfecting 
our service at every opportunity, but 
we draw the line on fiee advertising 
or anything which appears to be free 
advertising. 

To the Home Gardener. 

Bv a Local Expert. 

Keep the wfceds out of the garden 
and give the plants a chance to grow. 
If weeds are allowed to grow they 
take the food that the plauts should 
be getting. 

Swiss chard should lie thinned to 
ten or twelve inches to get the best 
results. Cut only the outside leaves 
when cutting for use. 

To get large beets for fall and 
winter use, they should be thinned to 
three or four inches — the thinnings 
may be used for beet greens. 

The carrot and parsnips, if not 
already thinned, should lie ; allow 
the plants two or three inches for 
carrots and three or four for parsnips. 

Late cabbages should be set now 
for winter use. Set them in rows two 
feet apart and eighteen inches to two 
feet apart in the rows. 

Powdered hellebore is good to use 
on the cabbages for the cabbage 
worm. Arsenate of lead with a little 
soap added is good to spray on them 
until they begin to head. 

Be sure and *pr%y Use potatoes 
again with Bordeaux to prevent the 


late blight. This is cheap insurance. 

Unless the land is wet don t hill the 
potatoes up, as experiments have 
proven that better yields arc obtained 
by level cultivation. 

When your squash plants are large 
enough it is a good practice to cover 
the Joints with moist earth, which in- 
duces the formation of additional 
roots ; this enables the plant to with- 
stand an attack of the squash borer. 
The vine may also be slit with a knife 
and the ltorer taken out. 

The squash bug Is a hard insect to 
fight against. A ten per cent solu- 
tion of kerosene emulsion will kill the 
small bugs, but will not damage the 
adults, which may be hand picked if 
on a small scale, or trapped under 
boards placed near the plants. Look 
under them occasionally and destroy 
the bugs. 

It is not too late for a planting of 
sweet corn for late fall use. 

Peas may also be planted now for 
use in the late summer and fall. 

Lettuce and radishes may sIbo be 
planted to keep a succession in these 
plants. 

Late turnips (Ruta Baga) may be 
planted where the early pea vine9 
come out. These will mature for 
winter use. 

Beans for string beans may be 
planted now, to be used when those 
planted earlier are gone. 

When the new raspberry and black- 
berry shoots reach a height of two or 
three feet it is a good practice to 
pinch out the terminal growth so as 
make the plant branch and get a more 
stalky growth.

Lloyd Blackwell, nine year old son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Alfred Blackwell of 
Wessagussett, North Weymouth, 
died at the Quincy City hospital at 
noon. He was riding in the side car 
attachment of the motorcycle. 


Miss Clara Stoddard, living with 
the Blackwells, died in the afternoon 
at 5.25. 

Elwood Vargus, the 26 year old 
driver of the motorcycle, is in the 
Quincy hospital in a daagerous con- 
dition. 

A pleasure trip to Nantasket in the 
party motorboat of John Slieffhad an 
unhappy ending for the parents of j 
the boy when they returned to Kurd 
Beach Monday noon. The heart- 
broken father went immediately to 
the hospital to view the lifeless body 
of his soil. 

They had left early in the morning 
soon after they hud seen their sou 
Lloyd off with Vargus and Miss 
Stoddard to go to Rockland for a 
vacation until Wednesday. The 
family formerly lived in Rockland.

Miss Stoddard lived with the family ( 
for many years. Vargus was a 
brother-in-law of the girl. Care free 
and happy they left, unaware of the , 
terrible calamity that was before 
them. 

The cause of the accident is not 
exactly known, but it is said that 
Jones’ attention was diverted for a 
moment and when he tried to avoid 
the motorcycle he turned the wheel 
to the left instead of the right. , 

The accident occurred on Union 
street, near Bates avenue, South 
Weymouth. The street offers a clear 
j straight way and is a finely tnaca- 
jdnmizcd mad. Jones was driving 
his ear north from Kingston and 
Vargus was proceeding in Ihe op- 
posite direction. They met head-on. 

Witnesses and the police are of 
the opinion that Jones was driving 
his automobile on the left hand side 
of the street, as in no other way 
could the accident seem possible. 
According to passersby the automo- 
bile was on the left hand side of the 
street after the accident. 

The automobile had to be jacked 
up before Miss Stoddard could be 
extricated. She was fouud to have 
sustained a fracture of the skull, a 
fractured right leg, forearm amt j 
thumb aud scalp wounds, uud other I 
injuries. 

Vargus sustained a fractured leg; 
and multiple other injuries. The boy 
was first taken out from under the; 
car and rushed to the Quincy Hospi- 
tal. The bones of his legs were said 
to liave been crushed ill many places. 

In the seven passenger automobile 
with Jones were his wife, Harry Hall 
George K. Cushman and Miss' Doro- 
thy M. Pillsbury of Kingston. 

The accident was one of the most 
peculiar in years as the automobile 
completely over-rode the motorcycle. 

A double funeral for the victims of 
the accident was held Wednesday 
afternoon at the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Alfred Blackwell of 76 Xortfi 
Street. 

Classmates of the dead girl from 
the class of 1 It 1 M of the Weymouth 
High School uctbd as pall bearers. 
They were Joseph Mahoney, Robert

There seems to be no demand for ’ 
the establishment of a “Watch” by 
the town of Weymouth, and only one 
or two members of the Home Guard 
appeared lieforc the Selectmen at 
their meeting this week and no action 
was taken. It is probable that t lie j 
Horne Guard will discontinue guard 
duty after this week, until au emer- 
gency arises,. but will continue their 
organization. 

Sections 1 and 2 of Chapter 31 of 
the Revised Laws read as follows : ' 

Section 1 — A city or town may es- ' 
tablish and keep a watch and deter- ^ 
mine the number and qualifications 
of the watchmeu. The mayor and 
aldermen or selectmeu shall appoint ' 
an officer of the watch, uud shall di- 
rect the inauner in which watchmen 
shall tie equipped. The expense of ' 
the watch shall be defrayed like other 
town charges. 

Section 2 — The watch shall sup- 
press and prevent all disturbances 
and disorders. During the night 
time, they may examine all persons 
abroad whom they have reason to 
suspect of an unlawful design, and 
may demand of them their business 1 
abroad and whither they are going; | 

I may disperse any assembly of three 
or more such persons; and may enter 
any building to suppress a riot or 
breach of the peace therein. Persons 
so suspected who do not give a satis- 
factory account of themselves, per- 
sons so assembled and who do not 
disperse when ordered, and persons 
making, aiding or abetting in a riot 
or disturbance, may be arrested by 
the watch, aud shall thereupon lie 
safely kept, by imprisonment or 
otherwise, until the next morning und 
then taken before a police, district 
or municipal court or trial justice to 
lie examined and prosecuted. 

Section 3 provides for badges uud 
weapons. Section 4 says selectmen 
may order a watch at any time. 
Section 5 says men over 18 shall be 
liable to watch. Section 6 provides 
lor exemptions aud Section 7 provides 
a penalty of 610 upon persons who 
refuse to do duty when ordered.

THE NECESSITY OF GOING OVER 
DETAILS. 

While allowing tin* difficult details 
of squad movements to sink Into Ins 
mind, tht> new soldier would do well 
nt this point to look bnek over the 
ground lie has traversed, lie should 
refresh his mind, so far as necessary, 
upon what lie has previously learned, 
and he will at onee dlseover a differ- 
ence between his present grasp of 
military facts and their requirements.

For example, the new soldier who 
has been taught how lo execute 
“squad right," does not need the same 
amount of explanation for the neces- 
sity of discipline and obedience as at 
the beginning, lie realizes by tills 
time that lie squad movement would 
lie possible unless each Individual 
were subject and responsive lo dis- 
cipline. lie does not have to be taught 
the reason for learning to stand prop- 
erly, since he sees that no squad could 
come to tin* position of attention and

Best Plan Is to Let Car Coast and 

Hold It From Getting Into Trouble 
by Using Steering Wheel — 

Use Brake Carefully. 

Did you ever have nn automobile • 
skid under you? If you never have, i 
then you have yet to appreciate the 
most hopeless feeling in the world — | 
that of the occupants of a skidding 
car. It has to be tried to be appreci- 
ated. And that is not all; for when a 
car starts well on to skidding, there is 
no telling where It will bring up or 
what the result of the action is going 
to he; and yet there are drivers who 
appear to court this danger, <>r else 
they are unaware of why cars will 
skid. 

Perhaps the greatest cause Is turn- 
ing n corner at too high rate of speed, 
which often causes skidding of the 
front wheels ns well as renr wheels; 
the car going so fast that the front 
wheels do not get traction enough to 
change the direction; and when nn 
attempt Is made to make a turn they 
skid, and the car goes for the side of 
the road. Applying the brake will 
usually overcome thlsf skid. 

Let Car Coast. 

On tbe other band, if the rear 
wheels alone are skidding, let the 
brake alone. It is best to let the car 
const and hold it from getting into 
trouble by using the steering wheel, 
turning the front wheels In the direc- 
tion In which the rear end of the car 
Is skidding. If there Is still danger of 
going into something, use the brake 
very carefully, not enough to keep the 
renr wheels from turning. 

A bent axle shuft will sometimes 
| cause a skid, the renr wheels not i 
i turning with the front wheels. A 
drop into the street car tracks will 
: sometimes start a skid; and this 
' suggests the wisdom of keeping out 
of the street car tracks when they are 
wet und slippery. It Is a good plan 
to keep out of them anyway, but 
“safety first" urges it when the rails 
are slippery. 

Unevenly Adjusted Brakes. 

If the brakes are adjusted unevenly 
j so that they are applied to one wheel 
I more than they are to the other, the 
i cur will skid. 

1 Probably the best help against ! 
skidtling Is non-skid chains and on 
muddy or snowy roads and on slippery 
asphalt they are essential; but they 
should not be used except when 
needed because they do cause undue 
wear on the tires. Finally, the best 
guard agaiii'-t skidding is the driver 
himself. Accidents happen even to 
the best of drivers. — Power Farming. 

COASTING DOWN LONG HILLS 

Use Motor as Brake, Going Against 
Compression — Stop Ignition and 
It Will Cool Motor. 



When coasting down a long hill 
change from one brake to the oilier to 
allow them lo cool. Unfortunately 
this does not cool the brake drums. So 
Use the motor as a brake and go down 
h very steep bill against compression. 
Leave tbe gears In high speed, or. if 
you find ihut too fast, the second or 
first speed. Slop the ignition and it 
will cool your motor at the same time.

SUMMER HINTS FOR AUTOIST 

Good Driver Never Applies Emergency 
Brakes Swiftly Except in Cases 
of Emergency. 

In tbe Woman's Home Companion 
there is an article about motoring in 
which the writer says; 

“The good driver never applies 
brakes swiftly except in an emergency. 
When drawing up at a street side, she 
cuts off ignition early and allows mo- 
mentum to carry the cur to the stop- 
ping place, using the service brake 
usually. The good driver thus saves 
gasoline and wear upon brakes, coast- 
ing to a stop with the smoothness of 
operation of an easy start. 

“A good driver never uses the emer- 
gency brake, because she never bus 
emergencies! She sees und avoids the 
emergency before It arrives; tbe poor 
driver rushes into trouble and depend- 
upon quickness in grubbing the emer- 
gency lever to save life. More than 
one accident bus followed u futile at- 
tempt to find the seldom used emer- 
gency lever in u hurry. 

“Tbe good driver rounds sharp cor- 
ners to tbe right, goes over extremely 
rough stretches of road, or hit- unex- 
pected thuuk-you-ma'um's, with clutch 
disengaged, to save tbe rear axle 
mechanism. 

“The good driver uses the wheel 
with the leusi po.--.ible motion. She 
does not drag it suddenly from side to 
side, tiut turns it so gradually that pas- 
sengers are unconscious of the fact. 
In rounding a corner she commences 
.1 straighten the car up before it is 
halfway around."

All this will have become clear to 
the new soldier if he has familiarized 
Idmself with the drill as far as the 
point of squad movements.

But, while the day of the “kid-glove 
soldier” is passed, the constant atten- 
tion to cleanliness will overcome the 
grime which attaches to the daily rou- 
tine and will give the general appear- 
ance of neatness. Dust which bus set- 
tled on the uniform in a drill has u 
look which differs distinctly from a 
large and Indelible stain. In the same 
way, faces and hands which ure nor- 
mally clean reveal this fact even if 
temporarily soiled; whereas, faces und 
hands which are habitually dirty can- 
not give a wholly cl cun impression 
even when wushed. 

The habit of cleanliness in tbe sol- 
dier will become second nature, if lie 
is not an Instinctive sloven. He will 
find that he is not comfortable in the 
regimental street or on the parade 
ground unless be is neat — wholly aside 
from the fact that bis officers will re- 
quire it. He will soon realize that an 
unshaved man in camp looks even 
worse than in an office — that a man 
whose hair is not kept closely cut bus 
a more ragged appearance in uni- 
form than in elvilian’s clothes. 

When outside of quarters or bis Im- 
mediate company street, the soldier's 
uniform should at all times lie but- 
toned. The buttons ure u part of the 
uniform, and us such, should lie cor- 
rectly utilized. For a man lo go out 
into the regimental street or parade 
ground with bis coat banging open and 
bis hands in bis (wickets, or even one 
or two buttons unfustcuod. like front 
teeth mis.-iiig from the mouth. Is inex- 
cusable. A man should go forth only 
when scrupulously buttoned und shoes 


slst It. 

Another prolific source of illness may 
he in what n man drinks. Alcohol in 
every form should he avoided; a glass 
of beer may disturb the whole diges- 
tive organization. And tin* dyed fluids 
sold at the “pop shacks” at the 
edge of the camp are to he severely 
shunned. They nre responsible for 
much of the work which devolves upon 
army surgeons. They often ure poison- 
ous to the system, nud at best ure con- 
ducive of indisposition. 

The one way in which the young sol- 
dier keeps himself In health, except 
for circumstances which are beyond 
his control, Is by his care of the* body 
and Its habits. If he Is always clean, 
his pores function properly und throw 
off the wastes; if he keeps tin* body 
well clothed, that Is, protected against 
tin* weather, he will not catch cold and 
tin* pores will not therefore become 
clogged and cease to work. II** should 
keep his lungs filled with fresh air. 
lie should keep tin* hotly thoroughly 
exercised, hut without exhaustion, for 
exhaustion lowers the vitality and the 
consequent resistance to disease. For 
tin* same reason, he should keep the 
body refreshed by u sufficient umount 
of sleep.

i own sustenance and what we and our 
ullies cun spare. It would he stupid 
to continue to supply food, even linli- 
' rectly, to our enemy, and the United 
; States, though slow to act, is now uct- 
i tng (irmly. The neutral nations of 
course are wailing, hut If they are not 
for us they are in a degree against us 
and must stand the consequences. 

President Wilson, being a humani- 
tarian. insists that the neutrals named 
must he permitted to ship into Ger- 
1 many dairy products provided tlmt 
they can give guarantees that such 
produets will lie consumed only by 
women and children and other non- 
eomhatants. This is kindly, hut ig- 
nores the fact that Hie German women 
are doing most of tin* work in the em- 
pire, releasing all iln* men for lighting.

With the Kaiser on His 
Private Yacht. 


G ERMANY’S greatness Is due 
to beef, beer and Bis- 
marck," declared the kai- 
ser to me with a laugh, as 
i sat one summer's afternoon with him 
In the business cubln nbourd the LIo- 
henzollern. 

We were going on our nnnual cruise 
up the Norwegian fjords as far as 
Hnmtncrfest, and even farther north, 
to the Island of Spltzbergen, If weuther 
permitted. 

It Is strange how often small things 
occupy great minds. The reason of 
the emperor’s good humor that after- 
noon was becuuse he had leurned thut 
the cufe-restuurant In Potsdam of 
which he was proprietor had paid a 
handsome profit. The place Is called 
"The Historic Mill,” and was and still 
Is managed by Herr Moritz, one of the 
old stewards of the Neues Palais. The 
emperor, on purchasing the place, 
called old Moritz and ordered him to 
nerve the best coffee procurable In 
Potsdam. And, even today, anybody 
can go there and pay 30 pfennigs for a 
cup that Is unequaled In ull Germany. 

In consequence, the pluce Is well pat- 
ronized, and on many occasions his 
majesty will halt upon his walks and 
Rumple it. 

A Mania for Traveling. 

At that moment the emperor was 
»usy making up his diary for the forth- 
coming month, a diary of constant 
travel. Such u mania lius the kulser 
for traveling that upon occasions he 
lias been known to sleep In the Impe- 
rial railway saloon kept at the Wlld- 
park station at Potsdam, ready for on 
early Journey next morning. On such 
occasions the whole railway traffic is 
disorganized, for express trains must 
not run on that line. There must be 
no shunting or whistling lest it dis- 
turb the Imperial sleep, and so on. In- 
deed, the socialists once made u pub- 
lic protest ngalnst the emperor’s habit 
of holding up traffic by preferring to 
sleep In a railway car to reposing in 
bis own bed half a mile distant. 

That summer’s afternoon as we 
•at together, and while he smoked his 
•ery rnnk cigar, he dictated certuln 
entries Into his private diury. 

Suddenly he grumbled about the ex- 
penses of a Journey which he hud to 
make to Vienna to see the sovereign 
whom he so opeuly ridiculed, Fruuols 
Joseph. 

“I must be there on September the 
eighteenth," he suld. "Even though 
I hold the old Idiot and his empire in 
the hollow of my bund. 1 suppose I 
must grace ills capital with my pres- 
ence. But I begrudge the money, licit- 
xendorff. I have no further influence 
to gain in Austria-Hungary. It is In 
England that my future work lies. Ev- 
ery murk spent there is to our advan- 
tage. We shall have much yet to do 
in Germanizing Great Britain." 

The kaiser and his imperiul spouse 
were a parsimonious pair in most di- 
rections. Only when it was In the In- 
terests of the empire were they luvisli 

iu their expenditure? Tbs German 

public have never yet realized that 
since William II ascended the throne 
they have paid 180.tWO.OD0 marks Into 
the civil list, and of these 130.000,000 
have been expended upon a pageant of 
vainglorious splendor, with a stuff of 
1,500 persons, that goes to make the 
all highest the great war lord. 

The general public have no concep- 
tion of the extent of the German im- 
perial court, the immense suite of la- 
dles and gentlemen iu waiting, mar- 
shals. equerries, musters of the huut, 
chamberluius. treasurers, overseers of 
the plate, gentlemen of the cellars, 
gun chargers, eliicf chefs, with the 
crowd of footmen, coachmen, chauf- 
feurs. grooms aud imperiul couriers. 

And most of them were usuully a 
grumbling crowd, being ujkiu starva- 


tion diet, their remarks approaching 
dangerously near lose majesty. 

At the emperor’s orders, as we sat 
on hoard the imperial yacht that aft- 
ernoon, I rang for Herr von Wedell. 

A short, thickset man In uniform too 
tight for him entered the cabin, bow- 
ing. To him the emperor complained 
of an undue expenditure in regard to 
the Inst court ball, whereupon Von 
Wedell pointed out that while huge 
sums were spent upon his majesty’s 
Journeys little was spent at home. 

In a moment the emperor, with his 
keen brows narrowed, silenced him by 
exclaiming: 

“But I thought you liked to be min- 
ister of the royal house, eh?" 

Von Wedell bowed, and a second 
inter retired. 

The emperor’s egomania asserted it- 
self that afternoon. 

A Scene on the Hohenzollem. 

On that cnlm blue summer sen that 
afternoon an incident occurred upon 
the Uohenzollern which accentuated 
the Imperial egomania towards me- 
nials. There occurred a grave scandnl, 
which has ever since been whispered 
up and down the fjords of Norway, 
with nil kinds of ridiculous embroidery 
manufactured by the all-powerful in- 
fluence of German gold. 

As I happened to he one of the prin- 
cipal nctors in the drama, I may per- 
haps lie permitted to here pluce the 
real truth upon record. 

Ilerr von Wedell having bowed him- 
self out of the imperial presence, his 
majesty with all good grace signed 
some pnpers I put before him. Sigh- 
ing, he rose, and with his gloved bund 
drew away ills chair. 

“Abominable!" cried the emperor. 
“Von Wedell, of all men, dares to 
contradict me!" 

The all-lilghest ascended to the up- 
per deck, and I followed, for It was 
his habit on a warm afternoon to sit 
on n lounge chair beneath the awning 
and dictate orders and dispatches. At 
tlint tijne, the Telefunken system of 
wireless telegraphy had just been in- 
stalled upon the imperial yacht. The 
two operators had a cabin to them- 
selves, full of accumulators, detectors, 
and other paraphernalia, and were, at 
odd times, in touch with the German 
admiralty station at Norddeich. 

On the deck, the emperor, instead 
of seating himself in the cozy nook 
sheltered from the wind, which the 
empress had only a few minutes be- 
fore vacated, strode into the wireless 
cabin, while I was compelled by eti- 
quette to remain outside. 

I stood gazing out upon the blue 
distant coast of Sweden, for we were 
still within sight of that broken land, 
with the Skaw on one side nnd HIs- 
slngen on the other, steering due west 
Into the Skuger Rack, towards the 
Nase, the most southernly point of 
Norway.

The Defiant Norwegian Pilot. 

Three minutes later there came loud 
1 raps upon the door, und the emperor 
himself gave the order to enter, where- 
upon u short, thick-set seaman in blue 
Jersey and seuboots, a typicul North 
Sea pilot, came In. 

“We ure too fur out ; get nearer in 
to the coast,” his inujesty commanded 
in Imperious tones. 

“We ure not* too far out,” replied 
the man in German. 

"Who ure you to dictate to me?" 
shouted tin* emperor in fury. 

“You are emperor on land, but I, 
Carl Johnnnsen of Ekersund. am In 
| charge of this vessel while she Is In 
Norwegian waters, und I take orders 
I from nobody." 

And with that the man coolly tamed 
upon tils heels and. saluting, left. 

The emperor was white with rage 
at the rebuff. He flung the papers 
from hint und paced the cabin in silent 
anger. Yet an hour later la* ascended 
to the bridge and presented tin* man 
j witli a scarf pin with tin* imperial 
crown und cipher in diamonds, a fact 
duly reported to Baron von Kichiofen, 

| the kaiser’s press rossack (press 
agent), who duly gave an account of 
the emperor’s munificence without, of 
course, referring to the defiance of the 
iiu|>crlul command. 

On that same night, after the kui- 
serln had retired. 1 found the emperor 
walking the deck alone und In-having 
very strangely. He was capless, wav- 
ing tils healthy arm wildly above his 
head, aud groaning. Then lie would 
break out into fearful imprecations 
, against all aud sundry.

The Intlor, his chocks scarlet, reeled 
and clutched at the table, 
i Ills first impulse was to hit hark; 
but, with self-possession, he drew him- 
self tip, clicked his heels together and 
snlutcd without a word. 

The kaiser, Ids face white us paper, 
turned and left the cabin. 

I stood aghast.

Its aim Is most accurate; It enn, when 
necessary, fire from 500 to 000 car- 
tridges per minute, sowing death on 
every side with incredible speed. But 
ngalnst a trench It Is powerless, und 
therefore It Is pre-eminently the arm 
of defense. When properly handled. 
It Is so redoubtable that one alone has 
been known to stop nn entire regi- 
ment. It Is Indisputably the most ter- 
rible Instrument of war. 

Yet a well-directed battery of “75" 
cannon, sweeping a space of ground, Is 
more certain to leave nothing alive. 

These, then, nre the primordial 
means of defense, to which naturally 
are to be added the numerous rltles 
of the defenders of the trenches, those 
trenches In which are Invisible loop- 
holes where the enemy uwuits our ap- 
pearance. 

Heavy Shells for Offense. 

What are tlie adversary's means ol 
annihilating these hidden, powerful de- 
fenses? Only heavy artillery; the large 
shell, the huge torpedo, the heavy pro- 
jectile of steel, inclosing a violent ex- 
plosive, Is capable of demolishing u 
netting, of demoruliz.’ug those occu- 
pants of the trench whom it does not 
kill and keeping tin* adversary’s nerves 
on edge by the menace of Its sudden 
arrival several kilometers behind the 
lines. Thus the means of offensive are 
the heavy cannon, the lurge trench 
mortars, tlie lurge caliber howitzers, 
the formidable marine gun mounted on 
rails, all that Is longest, most difficult 
und costly to manufacture, to tnms 
port, to set in motion. A machine gun 
cun be Installed anywhere In two min 
i utes or less. A month is required to 
install the “3‘J0" trench mortar. To 
put a naval gun on rails Iu runnln| 
order necessitates months of work aici 
tlie installation of u railway. Even 
guns tlint are easy to handle, such ut 
the "155," are moved with difficulty, 
ut times It takes two or three days tt 
pluce them in u buttery. 

And tills is not ull. Tlie heavy ur 
! tiliery is nuturully less accurate than 
' the field artillery. When one consld 
ers that heavy guns soon wear out, ut 
tin- big gun can lire only a more or lest 
limited number of shots, as its ea libel 
increases, and us it must constantly 
be replaced, one understands why it it 
, so much easier to take tin- defensive 
than tin- offensive, and why the sltuu 
tli>n on tie- western front, at ull jiolnts 
well defended, was stationary for so 
long a time before the means of at- 
tack were sufficient to permit of uu 
offensive.

There Is im p» - t of a house, espe- 
cially a small house, which is so Im- 
portant, from the standpoint of nppeur- 


■ small amount of yellow or red la 
present. Any of the prepared roofings 
having n crushed stone or crashed 
slate surface nre agreeable In texture 
1 with the dominating Idea In this cot- 
tage. 

Other effects may he produced is 
the same way. Probably the majority 
of houses of the snmll slr.es, and thes« 
houses nre the ones which depend 
almost entirely upon the roof for tho’f 
appearance, are designed so that they 
will enrr.v the feeling of warmth and 
cozlness In their outline, color nnd 
texture. Rome of the large houses are 
designed to present n dignified appear- 
ance, nnd others nre given the appear- 
ance of being larger than they really 
are to make the observer feel the 
stately impressiveness of the building. 
The large city type of construction, 
especially apartment house construc- 
tion. eliminates to a certain extent the 
use of the roof as a means of huildlng- 
. iij) appearance. When the roof Is used, 
1 It Is usually of tho hip typo, covered 
with tile In either red or green. The 
necessity of using warm, soft colors 
does not exist in this type of construc- 
tion, although one of the favorite meth- 
ods consists in using those colors for 
the main wall surface while the cold 
colors are used In the stone, terra cotta 
or concrete trim ami ornaments. Pleas- 
ant contrast is obtained In this way. 

* The house shown In the Illustration 

• Is selected to show the Important part 
- width the roof may play In forming 
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nnce, ns the roof. Tho roof expresses 
tho "character" of the house In its 
shape, color and texture. By the use 
of sharp, clear-cut outlines on the roof, 
the entire house Is given an appear- 
ance of trimness. The artists know 
that certain colors are “cold” nnd oth- 
ers are “warm,” these terms being used 
to indicate the sensations which are 
produced when an observer views sur- 
faces treated with these particular 
colors. By a combination of t lie two 
kinds of color, the intermediate ef- 
fects are produced. Color on the roof 
is effective according to the same 
rules which are used by the artists. 
The third effect, texture, is closely re- 
lated, in its application to color. Hard, 
smooth surfaces are effective to em- 
phasize cold colors and soft, rough sur- 
faces aid the effect of warm colors. In- 
termediate effects may lie obtained by 
combining opposing colors and tex- 
tures. 

Suppose Hint it is desired to build 
a small cottage which will be char- 
acterized by warmth and cozlness in 
external appearance. The adjustment 
or room arrangement and sizes must 
first be made with the Idea of obtain- 
ing an outline or plan which will fa- 
cilitate the design of a roof capable 


tlie appearance of a house and also to 
illustrate an excellent arrangement of 
rooms. The design brings out the 
unique effect which may be obtained 
by a proper handling of the gable roof, 
in which the main roof is extended 
parallel to the front of the building. A 
house of tlds type is particularly adapt- 
ed to nu elaborate floral decorative 
scheme such as shown in the per- 
spective view. Both the walls and the 
roof are finished with shingles. Re- 
movable flower boxes, supported l>y 
j brackets, are shown under all of tho 
principal windows across the front ol 
the house. The wall shingles will he 
stained, of course, nnd the selection of 
colors must be carefully mnde. Since 
the foliage of vines uml the flrtxvers 
will affect the scheme, they must be 
taken into account. The shutters are 
large and there Is n sufficient num- 
ber of windows, symmetrically placed, 
so that a contrast between tin* walls 
and shutters may he depended upon 
for effectiveness. The light colors of 
the flowers should have a darker back- 
! ground in a harmonizing color, which 
suggests a fairly dark green for the 
i shutters nnd possibly black for the 
window sash. Tlds will give an area 
of heavy color and a pure white shingle

ernment is and Just how It compares 
with tlie commission form — In reality 
both are linked together, only the 
commission form did not go far 
enough. It was like n corporation 
1 with only a board of directors and 
no general manager or superintend- 
ent to run tin* plant and lie in active 
, charge of the operations. It provided 
I in an excellent way for the legisla- 
tive functions of tlie city, hut gave 
little consideration for the executive 
features. In the commission immugcr 
, form there Is a combination of the two 
In an effective and natural way like 
the elements of a standard corpora- 
tion. 

The commission plan dates from 
liKM. when a Texas court decided that 
tin* emergency government of Galves- 
ton appointed by the governor n 
Continue no longer and tlie govern 
| commission of live men must be chose.. 

[ by local election. The plan wus not 
; designed to be an elective plan. It be- 
came otic by this unforeseen decision. 

The Galveston commission pin* 
nevertheless was so much of an im- 
provement over the old style mayor 
and council plan that 300 cities and 
towns copied it in tlie next 15 years 
with an average of high satisfaction. 
Only one city (Salem, Mass.) lias re- 
| verted to the mayor and council form; 
that was as a tactical incident In a 
local light where the merits of the 
plan were not un Issue. 

In 1912 Sumter, S. C., adopted the 
commission manager plan, followed in 
1913 by Dayton and Springfield, O. 
There are now *40 cities with this plan 
of government, nnd it is spreading 
more rapidly and with more approval 
from political scientists than tlie com- 
mission plan.

of embodying tin* desired characteris- 
tics. Beautiful effects are most eas- 
ily obtained, as a rule, when the gable 
type of roof is used or some slight 
modification <*f tlds type. The correct 
pitch <>r .-lope is important, since it 
provides practically the only means 
of adjusting the vertieul dimensions, 
the height of walls being more or 
less definitely determined by tin* eell- 
ing height. Where tlie roof surfaces 
are large, dormers are used to relieve 
tin* monotony, their size, r**of pitch 
and ornamentation being adjusted to 
produce tin* effect desired. These 
structural considerations having been 
taken into account, tin- type of rooting 
will bring out tin* effects of color and 
texture. New red cedar shingle* or 
shingles which have a color in which 
yellow and red tints predominate, are 
in the class characterized by warmth 
and the texture is also in agreement 
with tlds effect. Among the prepared 
roofings, tlie soft red tolors are most 
effective for this house. Green is a 
cold color and unless very much sub- 
dued iu texture and mixture with oth- 
er colors, it does not bring out the 
characteristic which is desired. The 
gray routings are cold iu color unless

stain will no doubt lie needed for tht 
walls in order to prevent a darkened 
appearance. The natural color of red 
cetiar shingles would harmonize very 
nicely on the roof and very little would 
lie lost by weathering. 

The vestibule at tin* front cut runes 
leads to a ball extending buck to the 
kitchen. Tin* large living room is on 
the left of tlds hull, upon entering. The 
living room is uttructively finished 
with false beam ceiling and a fireplace 
is built in tin* center of tin- rear wall. 
A cozy <1**11 or library occupies tlie 
front of tin* house on tin* other side of 
tlie hall. Bu* k of tlds den is tin* din- 
ing room. A screened porch is built 
into tlie corner of the house ut the 
rear of the dining room. The kitchen 
occupies the other corner of the 
house at the rear and a handy serv- 
ing pantry Is built between tiiis room 
and tlie dluing room. There ure three 
lurg* bedrooms on tlie second floor, all 
having windows iu two walls. These 
rooms open from a stair hull which 
( connects them with the bath at the 
head of the stairs. A clothes chute 
from the second floor to the basement 
is u feature of convenience. 


Homemade Oil Sprinkler. 

a homemade oil sprinkler, like tiiut 
shown here. A steel frame, mounted 
on wheels, was rigged up to hold an 
ordinary oil barrel. Inserted in tin* 
bung is a short piece of pipe equipped 
with a shut-off. To tills is attached 
tin* sprinkling pipe, having perfora- 
tions, about one and u half inches 
apart, of sufficient size to ullow tlie 
oil to flow freely. The curt may be 
drawn, or pushed, tlie latter being 
more convenient, discarded shoes be- 
ing worn, and a thin layer only up- 
plied. — I'opular Mechanics Muguzlue. 

Beauty In Small Houses. 

Small houses formerly were almost 
universally considered as cheap houses, 
not from a cost view point, but other- 
wise. This fallacy lias been exploded. 
Formerly, because a house was small 
und perhaps cheap In appearance, its 
lapses of good taste in architecture 
and finish could be overlooked. 

Good taste Is now invariably prac- 
ticed In constructing small houses. 
Those who do not exercise discretion 
In building details and decorations 
make a grave error, which they fully 
realize when tin* building is completed. 
Small houses, when miniatures of well- 
built dwellings, are enhanced In value 
; and attractiveness. They should he 
simplifications of larger and more 
< iuhorutc bouses. The same discrimi- 
nation used In constructing a large 
house should lie exercised on a smaller 
scule for tlie small dwelling.

TRAYS FOR DRYING FRUITS AND VEGETABLES. 


. From FARMERS' Hrt.I.KTIN Ml. United ] 
State* Department of Agriculture ) I 

One of the most prominent fentures 
of the food conservation program of 
Kurnpean countries has heett the uni- 
versal drying of fruits and vegetables. 
The surplus vegetables In the elt.v mar- 
kets were forced by tin* governments 
Into Inrge municipal drying plants. 
Community dryers were established 
In the trucking regions and even Itin- 
erant drying machines were sent from 
farm to farm drying the vegetables 
which otherwise would have gone to 
waste. In addition, large quantities of 
dried vegetables from Canada and this 
country were shipped to France dur- 
ing the last two years, and there Is a 
possibility that dried fruits and vege- 
tables may continue to he shipped 
abroad In considerable quantities to 
supplement the concentrated food diet 
of the men In the trenches. 

The drying of vegetables may seem 
st ranee to the present generation, hut 
to our grandmothers It was no nov- j 
elt.v. Many housewives even today pre- 
fer dried sweet corn to the product 
canned by the old method, and say 
that dried pumpkin and squash are ex- 
cellent for pie making. Snap beans 
often lire strung on threads and dried 
above the stove. Cherries and rasp- 
berries still are dried on hits of bark 
for use instead of raisins. In fact, 
many of tin* everyday foodstuffs al- 
ready are dried at some stage* of their 
preparation for market. The common 
dried fruits, such as prunes, raisins, 
tigs, dates and apples, are staples In 
the world's markets, while beans and 
other legumes, tea. coffee, cocoa, and 
various manufactured foods, like 
starch, tapioca, macaroni, etc., are 
dried either in the sun and wind or in 
specially constructed driers. 

Even though the drying of fruits and ' 
vegetables as practiced a few decades 
ago on many farms has become prac- 
tically a “lost art.” the present food 
situation doubtless will enuse n marked 
stimulation of drying ns a means of 
conserving the food supply. This coun- 
try is producing large quantities of per- 
ishnble foods this year, which should 
he saved for storage, canned, or prop- 
erly dried Drying is not a panacea 
for the entire waste evil, nor should It 
take the place of storing or ennning 
to any considerable extent where prop- 
er storage facilities nre available or tin 
esns or glnss Jars enn he nbtnined 
readily and at a low cost. 

Advantages of Drying. 

The advantages of drying vegetables 
are not so apparent for the farm home 
as they nre for the town or city house- 
hold, which hsis no root collar or oth- 
er place In which to store fresh vege- 
tables. For the farmer’s wife the new 
methods of canning probably will he 
better than sun drying, which require a 
somewhat longer time, lint shorter 
methods of drying nre available, and 
the dried product holds an advantage 
In that usually It requires fewer Jars, 
onus, or other containers than do 
canned fruits or vegetables; also dried 
material can he stored In receptacles 
which cannot be used for canning. 
Then, too, canned fruit and vegetables 
freeze and cannot he shipped ns con- 
veniently In winter. Dried vegetables 
<•1111 be compacted and shipped with a 
minimum risk. 

Special Advantages. 

To the housewife In the town the j 
drying of vegetables and fruits pro- I 
sents special advantages. During the 
season when the market Is oversup- 
plied locally and prices are low she 
can lay In a stock, dry it. and put It 
away for a winter's emergency without 
its taking up much of the needed small 
storage space in her home. If she is 
accustomed to canning her fruit and 
vegetables and finds she cannot se- 
cure Jars or tin cans, she can easily re- 
sort to drying. 

With simple ami Inexpensive facili- 
ties, all housewives can save quanti- 
ties of food which nre too small con- 
veniently to can. A few sweet pota- 
toes or apples or peus or even a single 
turnip can be dried and saved. Even 
when very small quantities are dried 
at h time, a quantity sufficient for a 
meal will soon be secured. Small lots 
of several dried vegetables, such ns 
cabbage, carrots, turnips, potatoes, und 
onions, can be combined to advantage 
for soaps and stews. 

Cleanliness Is Big Factor. 

Cleanliness is us necessary in the 
preparation of vegetables und fruits 
for drying us in their preparation for 
canning, perhaps even more so. To 
secure u fine quality of dried products 
much depends upon having the vege- 
tables absolutely fresh, young, tender, 
and perfectly clean. If steel knives 
are used in paring und cutting have 
them clean <<i d bright so as not to dis- 
color the vegetable. The earthy smell 
and flavor will cling to root crops if 
they are not washed thoroughly before 
slicing, und one decayed root may fla- 
vor several kettles of soup if the slices 
from it are scutt* r«*d through a whole 
hutch of dried material. High-grade 
dried "root" vegetables can ouly be 
made from peeled roots. 


In the preparation of large quanti- 
ties of potatoes a peeler may he util- 
ized. The potatoes are thrown by cen- 
trifugal force against a rough surface 
which, under streams of water provid- 
ed by the perforated tin container 
above, nicks off the outer skin and 
leaves only the eyes to be dug out. 

Blanching of vegetables Is consid- 
ered desirable by some housekeepers, 
although It Is not strictly essential to 
successful drying. It Is claimed that 
the blanch gives n more thorough 
cleaning, removes the strong odor and 
flavor from certain kinds of vegeta- 
bles, and softens and loosens the fiber. 
This allows the moisture In the vege- 
table to evaporate more quickly and 
uniformly. It also quickly coagulates 
lht> albuminous matter in Ihe vegeta- 
bles. which helps to hold in t lit- natural 
flavors. Blanching consists of plung- 
ing the vegetable into boiling water for 
a short time. Use a wire basket or 
eheesecloth hag for Ibis. After blanch- 
ing the required number of minutes, 
drain well and remove surface mois- 
ture from vegetables by placing be- 
tween two towels or by exposing to 
the sun and air for u short (line. 

Preparing Food for Drier. 

In large factories the vegetables are 
put through special shredders and 
slicers not adapted for home use, 
hut convenient and inexpensive ma- 
chines which can he used to great ad- 
vantage art* on the market. The meat 
grinder with its special disks can he 
used In certain cases; the common 
kraut slicer will cut large vegetables 
Into thin slices, such as potatoes anti 
cabbage; and the rotary hand slicer Is 
adapted for use on a very wide range 
of material. A large sharp kitchen 
knife may he used when a handler 
cutting device is not available. Care 
should be taken that the material is 
sliced thin enough but not too thin. 
From an eighth to a quarter of an 
Inch is a fair thickness for most of 
the common vegetables to lie sliced 
and dried. Very small slices or strips 
dry more quickly because they expose 
a greater surface to the air than do 
larger cut pieces. But If cut too fine 
tjiey are more difficult to handle in 
drying, appear to lose somewhat in 
flavor, and cannot be used so advan- 
tageously to make dishes like those 
prepared from the fresh foods. 

The slicing machines are not suit- 
able for children's use, for they will 
cut fingers ns mercilessly as they do 
vegetables and' fruits, and even adults 
should exercise great caution in their 
use in the home. 

Good Packing and Storing. 

Although not necessary, tin cans or 
glass jars make good receptacles for 
storage of dried fruits sr vegetables, 
l'nstehonrd boxes with light covers, 
stout paper bags, and patented paraffin 
paper cartons also afford ample pro- 
tection for dried products when pro- 
tected from Insects and rodents. The 
dried fruit or vegetables must he pro- 
tected from the outside moisture and 
will keep best In a cool, dry, well-ven- 
illntcd place. These conditions, how- 
ever, are dillieult to obtain In the more 
humid regions, and there moisture- 
tight containers should he used. 

If a small amount of dried product 
is put In each receptacle, just enough 
for one or two meals, it will not be 
necessary to open a container the eon- 
tents of which cannot be consumed In 
a short time. The use of the small 
container also makes it more difficult 
for Insects to spoil large quantities of 
dried fruits or vegetables. If a paper 
hag Is used, the upper part should be 
twisted Into a neck, bent over, and tied 
tightly with a string. If a further 
precaution against spoilage is neces- 
sary the hag can h<* coated with par- 
affin by painting It with a brush which 
lias been dipped into melted paraffin. 
Another precaution may he taken by 
placing the small hags In u tin con- 
tainer with u tightly fitting cover, such 
as an ordinary lard cun or pall. All 
bags should hear a label Indicating 
what they contain. 

If frulis <<r vegetables are packed In 
tight containers immediately upon be- 
ing dried thoroughly, tiny will reinuin 
Just as brittle as they were when ta- 
ken from the drier. If, however, they 
are not dried thoroughly, they will 
"sweat" und soou mold. To prevent 
tills tin* material should he examined 
within 24 hours uftcr packing, un<l if 
it uppeurs moist it must be dried 
t urther. 

To Dry Cauliflower. 

Clean, divide in small bunches, 
hluix h six minutes, ami dry two to 
three hours at 110 degrees to 145 de- 
grees Fuhrcnlicit. Cauliflower will 
turn very dark when drying, but will 
regain part of the color in soaking und 
cooking. Dried cauliflower is especial- 
ly good in soups ami omelets. 

Brussels sprouts luuy be bundled 'in 
n similar wuy. but add a pinih of soda 
to the blanching water.

Splnnch Is snob n good, wholesome 
vegetable and one which may he used 
for salads with va- 
rious combination*. 
Cook the spinach 
In Its own Juices, 
being careful not 
to let It scorch. 
When tender, drain 
the sprnaeli and 
chop It with six 
hard-cooked eggs to 
a peek of spinach, add one cupful of 
toasted bread crumbs and one-half cup- 
ful of minced boiled ham. l’aek in 
small cups or molds. Chill on lee 
nml when rvndy to serve surround 
each mold with olives and dress with 
mayonnaise. 

Ellsworth Salad. — Drain u enn of 
peas and add two npples chopped fine 
with one medium-sized cucumber. Mix 
lightly with the peas nrul a half cupful 
of coarsely chopped pecan or walnut 
meats. Serve on crisp lettuce with 
boiled or mayonnaise dressing. 

Red Pepper Salad. — Mix half a ran 
of plmentoes with one cream cheese. 
Beat Into the mixture sufficient may- 
onnaise to soften and add a few drops 
of onion Juice, or more If the flavor is 
liked. I'aek^u « mold, chill on Ice and 
when ready to serve cut In slices and 
place on crisp lettuce leaves. 

Mixed Salad. — Slice some tomatoes 
nml cucumbers ami arrange on head 
let luce. Into French dressing stir as 
iimiii roqtiefort cheese as Is liked and 
add to the vegetables Just ns they are 
ready to serve. For those 1 who do not 
enjoy tin* delirious cheese, the dress- 
ing may he served without It. 

Vegetable Harlequin. — Cook half n 
peck of spinach as usual and drain, 
then chop line, seasoning well. Cut 
three or four cooked beets into dire 
and heal In a tablespoonful of butter. 
Season well with salt and pepper. Kc- 
heat two cupfuls of pens in (he same 
way. Arrange the spinach In n ring 
around a small platter. The spinach 
should he dry enough to make a ridge 
an inch ami a half high; inside the 
ring at either end put the beets, and In 
the middle the pens, keeping the line 
of division straight as possible. Over 
the whole sprinkle parsley and send 
very hot to the table. Others combi- 
nations may he used, utilizing left- 
overs.

SUMMER FRUITS. 


The time Is nt hand to prepare our 
fruits ami Jollies for winter use. If 
each hojusewlfe will, 
when putting up her Jel- 
lies and jams, remember 
the soldier hoys and put 
up a few extra for hos- 
pital use. They will do 
worlds of good. Such 
gifts will cost little, hut 
when all brought togeth- 
er will make a wonder- 
ful store of good things 
to cheer those who nre 
suffering on beds of pain. 

Currant Jelly. — Currants for Jelly 
should not he overripe or picked Im- 
mediately after a rain. Look the cur- 
rants over carefully, wash hut do not 
remove the stems. Mash a few in the 
bottom of the preserving kettle with a 
wooden potato masher and continue 
to add the fruit until they are all 
used. Bring slowly to the boiling point 
and let simmer until the currants look 
white. Strain through several thick- 
nesses of cheesecloth or drain through 
n Jolly bag. Measure Ibe Juice and 
boll It five minutes, add an equnl meas- 
ure of heated sugar, bring to the boil- 
ing point und boll three minutes, skim 
and pour into glasses. Let stand In 
a sunny window for a day, cover with 
paraffin and keep In a cool, dry place. 

In many places all over tin* country 
wild raspberries abound. These berries 
have a most delicious flavor, Imt being 
smaller limn the cultivated kind are 
better used for Jelly, shrub and sirups, 
or thi' Juice combined to give lluvor to 
other fruits In cunning. 

Strawberries are not sufficiently i 
rich in pectin to make good Jelly, hut ' 
the flavor is so delicious that experl- j 
men ts have been made with these | 
fruits lacking pectin, saving them to 
us in the form of Jelly. Take the white 
pi t li of half an orange, boll it for un 
hour or two to remove all its pectin 
and add it to strawberry Juice anil 
see wlnit fine Jelly ran be made. The 
yellow rind should nil be removed be- 
fore using the orange peel unless you 
want tin- combination of flavor. There 
will be sutfleieut pectin in half an 
orange rlml for several glasses of 
Jelly. 

Strawberry Cup. — Prepare a freezer 
of vanilla Ice cream. Add three table- 
spooufuls of orange extract to a cup- 
ful of heavy cream, whipped. Halve a 
few choice berries lengthwise und 
press the smaller ones through a sieve 
and mix the pulp und Juice with u cup- 
ful and a half of sugur; chill. To serve, 
put u tuhlcspooiiful id' the Juice in the 
bottom of a sherbet cup. add a round 
lag portion of cream, pipe the whipped 
cream above, |Miur on another spoon- 
ful of the sirup und decorate with th< 
'i n< wherries.

While he was 
turning It over In his mLpd the two in 
question. Smith and the young woman, 
pussed through tiie lobby ou their way 
to the theater.

Their relations were closer — und of 
longer standing. 

Stanton puzzled over his problem a 
long time, long after Mrs. Stanton hud 
forsaken tiie easy chair and hud disap- 
peared from tiie scene.* His Eastern 
1 employers were growing Irascibly im- 
patient. Who wus this fellow Smith, 
and what was his bucking? they were 
beginning to ask; und with the asking 
there were intimations that If Mr. 
Crawford Stanton were finding bis tusk 
too difficult, there was always uu al- 
ternative.

The Ticket ad tke Penny. 

“There is only one reason why 
one of our flve-ccnt tickets and a 
penny are not good on cars where 
the fare is six cents,” says President 
P. F. Sullivan of the Bay State 
Street Railway. “We have no way 
of registering them. There arc two 
registers on the cars. On one regis- 
ter the cash six cent fares are 
counted. On the other register we 
count the paper-tickets and transfers. 
There is no register which will enable 
us to count pennies alone. 

“It is hard for the average person 
to understand why the ticket for 
which lie paid live cents and a one 
cent piece are not worth just as 
much to the company as a nickel 
and a penny. Of course they are 
worth just aB much. There is no 
difference between them, so far as 
their value is concerned. If we 
could register the ticket and the 
penny together we would take them 
gladly. Inasmuch as there is no 
way in which we can count them to- 
gether wc are compelled to refuse 
the ticket accompanied by a penny 
on .Saturday afternoons, Sundays 
and legal holidays, and on routes 
where the live-cent tickets are not 
good at oilier times. 

“We make this explanation for 
the reason that some of our passen- 
gers will want to know these facts 
and we want them to learn the real 
reasons directly from us.”

America's war lottery, !<• ih'iermim* 
tlu* iiieii who shall make up the Na- 
tional army, was held in Washington 
on Friday. July till. The whole |ini- 
Peedlng. as devised hy Provost Marshal 
General Crowder ami his aids, was oiil- 
eulnted to make the draft absolutely 
fair and to give the young millionaire 
and the young laborer eiinal ehanees 
to serve their country, provided they 
are physically and mentally lit. All 
the names of the nearly ten million 
registrants were drawn, the element of 
chance determining the order in which 
they shall he called before the exam- 
ining hoards in the 4,557 examining 
districts. Kaeh local hoard has been 
Informed of t lie number of men it must 
inrnlsh to make tip its ipiotn of the 
tJST.iHMt men needed on the tirst call, 
and has been told to call ‘Jini per cent 
of the quota for examination, to pro- 
vide for exemptions, in the order de- 
termined hy the draft. 

Northern senators and representa- 
tives have been making strong pro- 
tests against the population estimates

Hampering Our Government. 

As the I'nited Stntea swiftly ap- 
proaches more active participation in 
the war. the German agents and spies 
ami' their friends in the country be- 
come more hold and enterprising In 
their efforts to hamper the govern- 
ment. These efforts range all the way 
from ridiculous stories of American 
soldiers dying like Hies from disease 
in Kurope. designed to discourage en- 
listing; plots to prevent the harvesting 
of crops in tlie West hy doctoring court 
plaster witli tetanus Imeilll ; hurtling 
of -elevators and warehouses and ex- 
plosions In factories; killing of live 
stock; fomenting of strikes and riots, 
tilt through attempts to involve the 
country in international troubles with 
friendly nations, to deliberate blocking 
of much needed legislation hy United 
States senators whose constituents 
number large numbers of German- 
Americans. The hyphenated term is 
used still because the people alluded 
to themselves seem unwilling to have 
it discarded. Their press and the ac- 
tions and words o*' many of them make 
litis clear. 

An instance of tlie way in which 
legislation Is delayed was supplied last 
week. The aviation hill appropriating 
.StWH.iMtO.tlOtt, passed hy the house and 
admittedly of prime importance, canto 
up in tlie senate, the government and 
all its expert advisers in the matter irf 
aviation urging that it lie made law 
before the week closed. Hut Hard- 
wick of Georgia and Owen of Okla- 
homa proposed amendments that made 
certain a long debate, mid La Folietto 
of Wisconsin and Gronna of North Da- 
kota aided in the blocking process in 
order to make attacks on tlie draft 
elattse. No one will accuse these men 
of being personally disloyal to their 
country, hut the course of action fol- 
lowed hy them and others often Is as 
effectual as if they were. 

The professional pacifists and the so- 
cialists are singing smaller these days. 
Tin* former meet with little sympathy 
and support, and the Socialist party is 
losing some of its choicest members 
because of its pro-hienmm altitude. 

More Trouble for Russia. 

ltussia's progress toward victory and 
a stable government met with two set- 
1 hacks last week, though both it is to 
la* hoped are only temporary. In tho 
effort to check tlie great drive of tin* 
Slavs in Galicia, t lie Teutons rushed 
n targe re-miforeemenls drawn from 
tin* French and Italian fronts, and 
these forces compelled the Utissiniis to 
| evacuate tlie important town of 
Kaltisz, which had been tin* German 
army headquarters and the capture 
of which by them had threatened Lem- 
berg. The light lug in this region was 
tierce all the week, and on the whole 
the Kusshins did not have much tlie 
worst of it. 

It is interesting to learn that Brit- 
ish m inor, d motor detachments and 
Belgian troops are taking part In tin* 
Itiisshm offensive in Galicia, and are 
doing good work. 

At home the provisional government 
was attacked hy I’etrograd rioters led 
by agitators of tin* Holshlviki and 
.Maximalist factions who demanded the 
removal of the “capitalist" ministers. 
Most of the troops in the capital were 
loyal and soon suppressed tin* new 
"revolution," though several persons 
| were killed and many wounded. At 
the same time three or four members 
ot t he cabinet resigned am) the pre- 
mier. I'rinee LvolT. announced that as 
soon ns the disorders are ended steps 
will l>e taken for tin* formation of a 
coalition cabinet. The councils of the 
! workmen and soldi • > and of the peas- 
ants denounced ill, ,'iois ns the nets of 
traitors. The wonder is not that there 
should he sueh disorders in Kii"iu. hut 
that they should not lie more and 
greater. 

Michaelis With the Junk-rs. 

Germany's Hew imperial elu 'lecllor. 
Iioctor Michaelis. made mi Thursday 
tlie uildn — to tls.- ivich-tng which had 
liei-u awaited v. i'll Intense inti r. ~t. it 
I tlie peace party in the empire had 
i xpeeted his support, it was disap- 
pointed, for he plainly took the side 
| of the junkets and declared his ad- 
hesion to tlie submarine campaign as 
a lawful measure. Justifiably adopted, 
and adapted for shortening tin* war. 
Tin* majority parties In tlie relchstag, 
on the other bund, decided to introduce 


their peace resolution tit tlie tirst op* j 
portunlty, and it was asserted the ; 
measure would get the votes of 2-1 j 
deputies. 

It is hard to guess what will come 
out of Germany's mess of Internal 
trouble, for, over here sit least. It Isn't 
known Just what was put into it. 
Doctor Miehaells is something of an 
unknown quantity, though there is a 
strong suspicion that In* will he found 
to he in entire accord with Von Him 
denburg and LudcndnrIY and that 
those military leaders will continue to 
be the real dictators of the empire's 
course so far as war and ponce are 
concerned. The situation is compli- 
cated by the swift growth of the So- 
cialists in numbers and influence since 
the drafting of Harden Into the gov- 
ernment service and the suppression 
of Ills paper, ami hy the opposition 
policy adopted hy Herr Krzherger, the 
center leader, who however, is not 
followed by many of his faction. 

Not to he out of fashion. Great Brit- 
ain had a cabinet sliakeup of Its own 
last week. Sir Kdward Carson joined 
the war cabinet without portfolio and 
Ills place ns tirst lord of the admiralty 
was taken hy Sir Krlc Campbell 
Geddes.

Wnsh 
out nil trrit nnd dirt, if possible, use 
only fruits nnd vegetables picked the 
same dn.v nnd never can pens nnd corn 
picked more tlinn five hours. 

1’repnre fruits nnd largo-silted vege- 
tables for blanching. Remove nil spots 
from apples. 

I’repnre benns nnd greens ns for 
cooking. He especially enreful to re- 
move nil foreign plants from the 
greens. 

Blanch vegetables nnd all fruits ex- 
cept berries by leaving them from 
three to five minutes in clean boiling 
water, or by steaming them for a sim- 
ilar period In a colander over a vessel 
of boiling water or in a steam cooker. 

Remove tlie blanched products from 
the boiling water or steam and plunge 
them quickly Into cold water, the cold- 
er the better. Take them out Imme- 
diately nnd let them drain. Don’t let 
them soak In the cold water. 

From this point on, speed is highly 
important. The blanched vegetables 
and fruits, which nre slightly warm, 
must not l)o allowed to remain out of 
the containers a moment longer than 
is necessary. 

Remove skins when required, nnd ns 
each nrtide is pared cut it up into 
proper size and pnek directly into the 
clean, scalded cans or Jars. 

I’ack as solid as possible, being care- 
ful not to bruise or mash soft prod- 
ucts. 

In the ense of fruit, fill the contain- 
ers at once with boiling hot sirup. 

In the case of vegetables, till the 
containers with boiling hot water to 
which a little salt has been added. 

Place scalded rubber rings on the 
glass jars and screw down the tops. 

Seal tin cans completely. Watch 
them for leaks.

Add Sugar and Salt. 

In addiiion to ills* liquor, a mixture 
of sugar and salt adds greatly to the 
flavor of such products as tomaloes, 
peas, Lima beans and corn. The mix- 
ture recommended by tin* government 
specialists in canning is composed of 
one-third suit ami two-tldrds sugar. 
Two level teasponnfuls of tills are 
plaeed in a No. .‘1 ran ami one teaspoon- 
fid in ii No. can. For beans, okra, 
cauliflower, etc,, a brine containing -'a 
ounces of sail to a gallon of water is 
used. For iispurngus a heavier brine, 
fmir ounces to u gallon of water, is 
needed. 

In order to conserve the supply of 
tin cans, it Is strongly urged that nil 
products Intended for borne use should 
!>e put up. whenever possible. In glass. 
The hermetic type of Jar, however. Is 
not a suitable one for intermittent 
processing, for which the best type is a 
glass-top jar with wire clamps. The 
clamps should be raised at the begin- 
ning of each processing to allow for 
expansion.

The waste of surplus fruits and veg- 
etables in this country each year is 
large. It would be deplorable if this 
normal waste were allowed to go on 
tills year when every ounce of food 
that can In* produced is needed. The 
waste can be avoided in large part if 
housewives will can as large a part of 
the surplus perishables as possible. 

Any fruit or vegetable and practical- 
ly any other food may be canned sat- 
isfactorily by the one-period cold-pack 
method of canning taught by the Fnii- 
ed States department of agriculture 
to the boys and girls of the canning 
clubs in ila* northern and western 
States.

Likewise, ex- 
perience litis proved that fact* brick 
construction stands for low upkeep 
cost, reduced lire risk from exterior 
ton roes, reduced insurance rate, ready 
sale value and permanence. A bulbi- 
ng material which possesses these 
inallties has, naturally, a strong ap- 
peal to the prospective home builder. 
The question of cost, In the average 
case, Is of the utmost Importance. In 
.he earlier methods of using face 
trick, this type of construction 
loon mo associated with the class 
if high-cost buildings. The man 
itito wanted to build a little five- 
•oom cottage could hardly consid- 
er brick as a possible material for the 
construction of the walls. If lie built 
l brick fireplace In his cottage and 


lengths carried In the stocks of aver- 
age lumber yards. This fact has n 
critical bearing ott the success of the 
small cottage design. Considerable 
material tuny sometimes be saved by 
adjusting the arrangement of rooms, 
but the economy Idea must not be al- 
lowed to dominate to the extent that 
the comfort or convenience of the 
home Is impaired. The waste of time 
In building Is related, In some ways, to 
the waste of materials. Let us sup- 
pose that the plans of a small cottage 
do not include n sheet of "details,” 
which are drawings made by the de- 
signer to show the builder bow certain 
of the parts of the structure, about 
which there might ho some question, 
are to be built. It is then up to the | 
builder bow those parts shall be built, 
and in cash be is not acquainted with 
the Ideas of tin* designer, there is a 
possibility thatv the method which he 
decides to use will result In both a 
waste of materials and time. It Is 
Important that anyone who expects to 
build a house of tills kind be certain 
t lint the plans Include a detail showing 
exactly how the foundation, walls, roof 
nnd all other parts of the building are 
to he constructed and also a detail of 
exterior trim. This is especially im- 
portant when the plana are prepared 
by someone other than the builder who 
does the construction work. It pre- 
vents mistakes, and mistakes always 
represent loss and dissatisfaction. 

The importance of iilgli quality con- 
struction In small houses cannot be 
overestimated. Original cost some- 
times acts like the balm that deadens 
pain only io Increase the discomfort 
after its soothing effect lias been spent. 
The poorly constructed small house 
which appears to he a good investment 
nt the time of its const ruction may 
gradually assume a different aspect 
under, say, the action of a particular- 
ly cold winter. With the present high 
cost of fuel, it seems good judgment 
to spend u little money in building the 
house so that it is easy to heat and 
then in the installation of u heating 
system which is designed for econom- 
ical operation. A double advantage is 
obtained in building for beat Insula- 
tion in that tlie same forethought 
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soon

The appearance and arrangement of 
the house shown in the accompanying 
photograph nnd floor plan may be used > 
as an example of careful design of the* J 
small cottage. While the building is ] 
exceedingly simple in every way, its ap- 
pearance Is pleasing even more than 
is suggested by tin* photograph.* The 
real appeurunce value of tlie house is 
realized only when the graded, soft j 
colors of tlie face brick walls are seen, 
harmonizing with the dark-stained J 
shingle surface under the porch guide | 
and contrasting with tin* jam* white of 
tlie porch copings and the trim. A 
house of this kind should be unob- 
trusive; striking colors should be 
avoided; the soft, warm colors tend to , 
remove tlie appeurunce of "cheap- 
ness" which is all too easily evident ; 
in n small house decorated in exces- 
sive brilliancy. Jn selecting tlie face * 
brick, a rather dark-toned, soft-texture 
type would in* ajiprojiriate, the white 
trim tieing relied upon to brighten tlie \ 
building sufficiently. Mortar of a 
harmonizing, dark color is preferable, j 

It will be noticed that there tire two 
kinds of walls shown on tlu* plan. Tills 
convention is used to indicate that tin* 
house is built as a brick veneered 
structure. The brick are indicated by 
tlie solid black and the cross-hatched 
walls are of wood. The brick veneer is 
ti*'d to iln- wood studs or sheathing 
with galvanized iron wall ties or cut 
nails every four or live courses. 

The plan - furnishes an Interesting 
study in that every inch of tin* inclosed 
space is used economically mid tin* ar- 
rangement is made with a view to 
minimizing tin* labor of housekeeping. 
Tlie living room and dining room, 
placed in tin* “I.” arrangement shown, 
form u commendable feature iu that, 
with tlie large cased opening between 
them, they are practically one room 
and yet the privacy of tin* dining room 
is secured. Bedrooms arranged with 
the hath between cannot be improved 
upon in ili<* matter of convenience. 
The kitchen with its bandy pantry can 
be relied upon to please tin* housewife. 
There is a basement under the main 
part of the house.

GOOD FEATURE FOR PARKS 

Big Garden, Containing Only Insectiv- 
orous Plants, Constitutes Dcsir. 
able Educational Display. 

— 

Public parks should lie educational 
to n marked degree, so that tlie public 
is not alone pleased by nppenrnnees, 
fundo comfortable by conveniences, 
and amused by concessions anil spe- 
cial equipment, but enlightened and 
interested In special provisions of na- 
ture as exemplified In groups of plants 
of like hnhlls or uses. It Is much to 
be regretted Hint plants of great eco- 
nomic value cannot be safely brought 
together for the benefit of all, but such 
plants are always wrecked or stolen 
or their valuable parts taken by those 
vandals found In every public gather- 
ing: proof positive that tin* public can- 
not In nil things be trusted with Its 
own property, but needs protection 
against Itself. 

But there are collections of plants 
that could be afforded sufficient pro- 
tection under screen or glass, or both, 
’nit would challenge the attention of 
d and furnish subjects for study, re- 
lectlfln and debate for many. One of 
those, enslly instituted in a conserva- 
tory, would be a bog garden containing 
only insectivorous plants. Tlu* more 
common of those an* the pitcher plants 
so common to eastern marshes, such 
as tlie snrncenlas and the California 
dnrlingtonia. Then come the sun- 
dews. covered with sticky hairs, such 
as the droeerns, and lastly, those 
which have contrasting or trnpllke 
leaves, of which dlonncn or Venus’ fly- 
trap is tlu* best example. Nothing that 
could lie placed on exhibition would 
draw so many Interested visitors as a 
bevy of really plant acrobats with nl- 
nwlfrt animal ferocity and appetite, kill- 
ing and devouring nil luckless Insects 
falling victim to tlicir lures. 

NEW ERA OF CITY PLANNING 

Municipalities Spending Millions to 
Correct Mistakes — Tendency to 
Build Out Instead of Up. 

Prof. C. E. Merrlnm of Chicago de- 
clares that t lie activity of the Ameri- 
can city today is centered upon fun- 
damental physical plans for municipal 
growth. By way of contrast, lie says 
tlie decade from ISiMt to 11MI0 was 
taken up with the overthrow of tin* 
spoils system and tin* period from 1900 
to 1910 saw the introduction of mod- 
ern plans of municipal government. 
That ids classification of tlie present 
era strikes at the t rut li is proved in 
New York nnd Chicago, where mil- 
lions are spent to widen one street. 
Other cities all oyer the country are 
correcting the mistakes of poor plan- 
ning at an immense cost. 

There Is no doubt that the oily of 
the future is going to limit the height 
j of its buildings, the proportion of 
ground each building may occupy, the 
j proportion of park space to inhabi- 
tants, and tlie character of all con- 
struction work. It is believed that 
the city of tlie skyscrapers is soon to 
pass.

In tlie main those trees used for 
street planting should do better In 
residential districts than they do in 
tluir native habitat. It is possible to 
give them better supplies of food and 
water than nature grants them, and 
we may nearly as easily supply them 
with equally good soil. Tlie chief draw- 
back to a vigorous health Is tlie nar- 
row parkway, which on tlu* average 
street is not more than three feet 
wide. With concrete walk on one side 
and paved street on the other it is Im- 
possible that liu* tree can receive tin* 
necessary aeration of the soil so that 
food and water Is furnished in suffi- 
cient quantities. 

Errors in Chimney Construction. 

Probably tlie most common error in 
the construction of chimneys is made 
through failure to properly proportion 
the size and the height. The size gov- 
erns the volume of smoke chimneys 
can handle, ami the height determines 
the intensity of the draft. 

A chimney may be sufficiently high, 
but of an area too small to do the work 
required. A chimney may also be large 
enough, but too low to produce suffi- 
cient draft required to pull the air 
through tlie tire ami up tin* chimneys 
, at a rapid rate. Either fuult will re- 
sult iu very unsatisfactory chimney 
I service.

Now, If one knows how to wear It, 
there is nothing in headwear more cap- 
tivating than a tarn.

Spread on buttered graham 
brend. 

Neufchntel cheese softened with a 
little cream makes n delirious filling. 
Use one-lmlf the quantity of pecans 
finely minced, n few chopped olives, 
nnd spread on buttered brown bread. 

Soften a little cream elieese with 
cream and spread on buttered white 
bread cut In thin slices. Then cover 
the cheese with lilts of chopped pre- 
served ginger and candled lemon peel.

Gliop equal parts of pecans nnd cel- 
ery nnd mix with mayonnaise which 
hns been well seasoned with grated 
lemon peel. Spread on thin buttered 
slices of white brend. 

Mince canned pimentos with mayon- 
naise dressing nnd spread on white 
bread. Strawberry jam with cream 
cheese or chopped cherries with cream 
cheese makes nn appetizing filling.

— Stew cold 
chicken, with mushrooms, cut up and 
all highly seasoned with butter, pep- 
per, salt and a tnblespoonful of rich j 
ereain for each ramekin. Put the < 
chicken In the ramekins, sprinkle with i 
buttered crumbs and bake; serve hot ! 
with green peas.. 

Chilli Sauce — Pare a dozen lnrge 
tomatoes and peel two onions; add fom 
medium sized peppers, ail chopped, | 
Stir and add two tablespoonfuls ot 
salt, two of sugar, one tnblespoonful ol 
cinnamon nnd throe cupfuls of vinegar, 
i Boil for half an hour, stirring often. | 
i Bottle nnd seal. 

Lobster Creole. — Have ready n pint 
of lobster meat, fresh or canned. Heat 
a tnblespoonful of butter, add a table- 
! spoonful of chopped onion, one green 
pepper and a half cupful of rich to- 
i mulo sauce. Cook for five minutes, 
then add a capful of clear chicken 
broth, cook five minutes longer, then 
add tln^ lobster and salt to taste. As 
soon ns It Is heated through, it is ready 
to serve. 

Cheese Omelet. — A cupful of cheese, 
n cupful of cream, two tnblespoonful! 
of melted butter and nn egg beaten 
i very light, seasoned with salt mixed 
I quickly und put into a buttered baking 
dish to bake, mukes u most dulaty 
i supper dish. 

1 Orange Salad. — Gut thick rounds of 
■ orange, rfnd and all. and place a thin 
slice of Southern onion of the same 
1 size, sandwich fashion, between two 
slices. I'laee on lettuce und serve with 
French dressing. 

Kidney Bean Salad. — Cook three- 
quarters of a pound of kidney beans 
until tender, drain well and when cold 
i add a cupful of chopped celery, a cup- 
ful of sweet pickles, cut In cubes and 
three-fourths of a cupful of creamy 
dressing. And boiled dressing with 
i the addition of whipped cream, stir in 
lightly und serve on lettuce leaves.

It would he a sad gang of robbers 
who tried to break Into the railway 
car Invented by George \V. Meyers of 
the United States army and described 
In the Popular Science Monthly. They 
would be greeted with clouds of poi- 
sonous gas fumes.

Two tanks, In 
which fumes of cynnlde of potassium 
are stored, under pressure, are fitted 
Inside the car nt each end. These are 
connected with a perforated pipe which 
extends nil around the door of the 
car. just In back of the outer frame- 
work. Should the train be held up, 
the locomotive engineer would tele- 
phone the gunrds within the cur, whe 
would Immediately open the valves 
of the tank. The fumes would strenm 
out through the pipe perforations and | 
Into tlie robbers’ fnees. The door be- 
ing gas-tight, tlie deadly gas could not 
penetrate Into the car.
